7:30 p.m. Meeting with Industrial Development Commissioners. 
to Chairman of IDC Russell Millholland stated he asked for 
15> Dem. this meeting regarding the status of Route 9 and concerns 


for impact on Southborough from increased traffic from 

new industry in Westborough and in Southborough. Present 
for the State Department of Public Works, Worcester, were: Henry C. 
Holmes, District Highway Engineer, and Robert Shea, District Traffic 
Engineer. Mr. Millholland asked about the Westborough Route 9 
Study; could Southborough be a co-recipient? He wanted to make 
sure that Southborough was considered on a full-scale basis in the 
Route 9 Study Report. Mr. Holmessaid an aerial survey is planned 
for the Framingham/Southborough line to the Shrewsbury/Worcester 
line. Photos will be taken before the foliage comes out in the 
Spring. The problem with having a study done is funding of the 
same. The State does not have the money. Mr. Holmes is unsure if 
there is any Federal money available. Mr. Holmes has no idea as to 
how much a study would cost. At this time there are no primary 
road funds available, just planning funds. Construction funds have 
been committed for the next 20 years. Aerial survey will show 
elevations, land takings, etc. Southborough is definitely part of 
the Westboro study. The DPW will draw up an as-is plan. In answer 
to a question, re lowering speed limits on Route 9 in Southborough, 
the DPW said if a letter is sent to them, they will study the area 
in question (Route 9 and Middle Road area was mentioned as a possible 
area to lower the speed limit.) 


7259: Dells Chairman McDaniel read the January 5, 1981 letter from 
Fire Chief Edward Brock regarding the one bid he received 
and opened on January 2 regarding a used aerial ladder 

truck (authorized under Article 21 ATM '80). Therefore, Selectman 

Bartolini made a motion, seconded by Chairman McDaniel and 

unanimously VOTED: to purchase from Justin A. Taylor, 626 Theresa 

Street, Clayton, New York, one 1964 American LaFrance Ladder Truck, 

equipped with a 100 foot Seagraves aerial ladder, for the sum of 

$44,975.68 as per bid dated December 26, 1980. 


8:00 p.m. Site Plan Hearing on application of A. J. Lane, Trustee 
to of Country Estates Realty Trust proposing to construct 
10:10 p.m. an office building at 225 Turnpike Road (at Middle Road). 

Representing the applicant were: Attorney Charles B. 
Swartwood III and Ed Cox, Consulting Engineer for Country Estates 
Realty Trust. Attorney Swartwood presented to the Selectmen:

(1) Affidavit of Notice, with receipts, as to notification to 
abutters, re adjourned meeting, and (2) Brief in Support of 
Application with description of premises, description of project, 
authority in support of application. This document explains in 
detail proposed use, signs, parking, screening, sidewalks, drainage, 
access and egress and subsurface sanitary sewerage disposal system. 
Attorney Swartwood gave a brief presentation explaining that his 
client would like to construct a 2% story office building, (not 

to exceed 35 feet in height consisting of a total of 71,632 sq. 
feet.) The entire parcel is 4.5 acres and is zoned for business. 
Parking for 305 vehicles will be within the business-zoned portion 
of the premises and the remaining parking of approximately 220 
spaces will be within 200 feet of the business-zoned portion of the 
parcel in the Residential-zoned portion of the premises. (A.J. Lane 
also owns another 3.5 acres, residentially zoned, abutting the 
business-zoned portion of his property. ) 


In Attorney Swartwood's opinion, re using residentially-zoned land 
for the parking spaces, he quoted Zoning By-Law Section V(C) (1): 
"Every parking facility shall be provided on the same 
lot as the use which it is to serve, except that a 
facility for a non-residential use may be provided on 
another lot in common ownership with, and within 200 feet 
of, the lot on which the use is located." 


Attorney Swartwood presented evidence to support his opinion, 
Zoning By-Laws (excerpts) from West Boylston and Worcester. Mr. 
Swartwood believes that the parking can, under the language in 
the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Southborough, be extended for 
200 feet from the zone line on the submitted site plan. Re: 
Screening - a substantial amount of planting is planned and they 
will place it down Parkerville Road if the residents wish. 
Chairman McDaniel stated that regarding the parking situation, 
the Town interprets the Zoning By-Law differently and said that 
the parking plan as presented is not allowable, that more 
evidence must be produced to document its being allowed. Attorney 
Swartwood said it is a simple matter to settle the parking lot 
matter. Under Chapter 231A of the General Laws, you can file a 
complaint before the territorial judge of the Superior Court. 

He will give his interpretation of the Zoning By-Law. Many 
residents of the area presented their concerns such as what kind 
of screening is planned, traffic flow, increase of traffic, 
lighting, State curb cuts, etc. Mr. Cox stated if the parking 
lot was reduced, then the building would have to be reduced also, 
perhaps by a third. January 5 letter from the Board of Health 
said no plans for a septic system had been submitted to them. 
Water Department's January 6 letter stated that the plan did not 
show any means of water supply. 


Mr. Swartwood said two signs were planned: one at the entrance of 
the parcel - 30 square feet in size, and one on the building 
itself. They estimate about 275 employees. Re: Drainage - 
surface drainage from the building and parking area will be 
diverted to a culvert which runs from Parkerville Road on the 
west to the MDC property on the east. Plans have been presented 
to the MDC's Engineering Department. They have registered no 
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complaint or objection but reserve the right to examine the final 
engineering plans for this discharge. A subsurface sanitary 

== sewerage disposal system will be constructed in the southwesterly 

| corner of the property. Planning Board member Jim Denman stated 

the Board has no objection to the Plan, just objection to the 
placement of a portion of the parking lot in a residential zone. 
IDC stated it had no objections. Mr. Cox, in answer to the water 
supply question, stated there is currently an eight inch ductile 
water main there that they will tie into. Attorney Swartwood said 
the curb cuts were approved by the State. 


The lighting by poles will remain as shown on the plan. It is the 
minimum number as the residents had expressed in other meetings 
their concern about too much lighting. Poles will not exceed 

ten feet in height. Abutter Fred Douglas asked if glare shields 
could be placed on light bulbs near residences. This was agreed 
to by Mr. Swartwood. 


Building Inspector Phaneuf, in answer to a question as to what 
point does the 35 height limit start from, stated "from the 
finished first floor." Residents also expressed concerns, re 
an increase in town services and the traffic impact on children 
who walk down Parkerville Road to the Neary School. The suggestion 
was made that perhaps part of Parkerville Road could be made one 
7 way during certain hours of the day. Mr. Cox estimated the value 
of the building would be approximately $3 million and bring in 
about $75,000 in taxes. Mr. Swartwood stated that if the plan 
was not approved due to the extension of the parking lot into 
the residential zone, he would take it to court. If he lost the 
case, then his client would put up a smaller building. Mr. 
Swartwood again stated that approval must be received by the MDC 
and that his client understands that Zoning By-Law Permit and 
Building Permits must be obtained, through the usual channels, 
before the building can be constructed. 


Town Counsel Frederick Busconi stated before he can give his 
Opinion he must examine all the evidence presented to him 

at this hearing. He stated that he will give his opinion to the 
Selectmen before next Tuesday night. The Board would like a 
topographical map presented to them. Selectman Bartolini made a 
motion, seconded by Chairman McDaniel and unanimously voted: to 
take this site plan hearing under advisement and make a final 
decision next Tuesday night, January 13, 1981 at 9 p.m.

the flood plain management measures that the community must either 
adopt or show evidence of being already in effect in order to 
gualify or remain qualified for participation in the National 
Flood Insurance Program. Public Notification - Worcester Telegram 
December 23, 1980 and December 30, 1980; 90 day Appeal following 
the second publication of proposed base flood elevations. 

ACTION: Administrative Assistant Jeffrey Grossman will issue a 
press release. 


STATE LEGISLATURE 


Board noted December 17, 1980 Memorandum from Representative William 
G. Robinson, re the M.B.T.A. spending cap. On December 8, 1980, 
Representative Robinson filed legislation intended to place a firm 
spending cap on the M.B.T.A. The bill would require that any over- 
ride of the M.B.T.A. budget over the prescribed 4% cap be approved 
not only by a two-thirds vote of the Advisory Board, but also by 

a two-thirds roll call vote in the House and Senate. Representative 
Robinson requested that the Board ask its State Representative and 
Senator to sign this bill and, secondly, to lend its name to this 
measure; by letter of authorization. ACTION: Letter will be sent 
in support of this bill.

7:30 p.m. Meeting convened in the Hearing Room. 
Present: Chairman Donna McDaniel, Selectman Louis 
Bartolini, Administrative Assistant Jeffrey Grossman, 
and Secretary Marjorie Putnam. (Sel. Thomas McAuliffe 
was on vacation). 


7:35 p.m. Public Hearing on application of Jerry L. Freeman for 
to Package Store/Wine & Malt Beverages License d/b/a 
8:26 p.m. The Family Store,155 Boston Road. Chairman McDaniel 
read aloud the Legal Ad as it appeared in the Worcester 
Telegram of December 31, 1980. Chairman McDaniel also 
noted Purchase and Sale Agreement, Birth Certificate of Jerry Lynn 
Freeman, Board of Health letter (dated January 5, 1981) and floor 
plan drawing of proposed facility. Mr. Freeman stated he would like 
to open a store similar to a 711 Store. He has no franchise. He 
would own the store. His proposed hours would be: 6 a.m. to ll p.m. 
He hopes to open on March 1. Several abutters were present. The 
Kallanders of Meadow Lane are not in favor of a Beer and Wine 
Package Store License at that location. They were under the 
impression that the Site Plan only allowed office space due to the 
roman bad traffic problem that road has. All of the abutters expressed 
concern about the traffic problem becoming worse if this business 
goes in at this location. Police Chief Goyette stated that this 
type of business would create a traffic hazard. Mr. Freeman said 
he would hire a police officer if needed at peak times. Chairman 
McDaniel expressed a concern as to whether the original site plan 
was being adhered to by Mr. John Slavin, the owner of this property. 
The Board would like Mr. Slavin to address this question by coming 
in person or stating his plans in a letter to the Board. Curb cut 
approval by the State will be investigated to see what it allowed on 
this property. Highway Supt. Boland stated the permit would be 
specific. The Board of Selectmen unanimously voted (motion by 
Selectman Bartolini) to continue this Hearing on the Package Store/ 
Wine and Malt Beverages License until 9:30 p.m., Tuesday, 
January 20, 1981. 


8:29 p.m. Meeting with Board of Health regarding charging fees for 
to users of the Southborough Transfer Station to help defray 
9:36 p.m. costs of operating this transfer station. Board of Health 


members present were: Chairman Philip Mauch, Fred Douglas, 
and Dr. Timothy Stone. Most of the concerns by the Board 
of Health were that some method should be devised to keep out 
improper material which fills up the transfer station too quickly, 
such as wet garbage, grass clippings, leaves, stumps and wood. How 
ror can recycling be increased which helps to keep out the items from the 
transfer station of glass, newspaper, and cans? Suggestions were 
advertising, or make known to the public, those items which should not 
be dumped and those items which should be put in the recycling section. 
Spot monitoring was done by the Transfer Station/Highway Department 
personnel. Out of town dumping is at a minimum and does not seem to 
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be a problem. The problem is the disposal of garbage at the transfer 
station. This is hard to check as plastic bags would have to be 
opened by someone to check them. According to Mrs. Conlin, Secretary 
to the Board of Health, the Starrett Company currently picking up 
garbage in Southborough, is only servicing about 1,000 households. 
There are approximately 2,000 houses in Southborough which could be 
serviced. The Board of Health is considering sending flyers to new 
residents in Town notifying them of garbage pickup and what can and 
cannot be put in the Transfer Station. Highway Supt. Boland stated 
that the tonnage has stabilized. The problem is in selecting a site 
for dumping items such as stumps, leaves, tires, etc. There is no 
area available now. The Town now pays $20/ton to have dumpsters hauled 
out of town. Selectman Bartolini suggested mixing wet garbage with 
trash and eliminate garbage pickup entirely. Would this be a saving? 
Chairman McDaniel stated that only 5% of the Town are recycling. Some 
method should be devised to encourage recycling. Perhaps some civic 
group could take this as a project. The Board did not set fees for 
the Transfer Station at this time. 


9:37 p.m. Rendering of decision, re Site Plan approval of A. J. Lane, 

to Trustee of Country Estates Realty Trust (Hearing January 

9:49 p.m. 6, 1981) proposing to construct an office building at 225 
Turnpike Road (at Middle Road). Chairman McDaniel read

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MINUTES OF SPECIAL MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN

Present: Chairman Donna L. McDaniel, Selectman Louis J. Bartolini, 
St. Mark's Headmaster Mark Barlow, Jr., Trustees Robert 
C. Dumont, Charles B. Swartwood III, and George Kidder. 
Also attending: a Middlesex News reporter. 


7:45 p.m. Meeting with the Trustees of St. Mark's School. 
to Chairman McDaniel opened the meeting by noting that, because 
8:30 p.m. of increasing financial pressures on the town, the Board 
wishes to discuss the school's contribution to the town. 
Given the new restraints and the exactitude of fiscal 
planning needed under Proposition 2 1/2, it would be very helpful to 
the town to have a more formal arrangement with the school in the 
form of an agreement in lieu of tax payments. The school has 
generally, but not always, made an annual contribution as a 
"donation". Many communities with large tax-exempt properties are 
now entering into this in lieu of tax agreements, Mrs. McDaniel noted. 


Selectman Bartolini said he was not seeking a formal agreement, but 
wanted to discuss the contribution which would seem fair to both parties. 


Headmaster Barlow noted that the school is pursuing the town's request 
for a donation toward the new ladder truck, but was a little surprised 
to hear that his assumption that the school is considered a, if not 
the, prime potential user of the truck is not true, since it indeed 
serves many other important purposes. 


Mr. Kidder and Mr. Barlow asked for an overview of what Proposition 

2 1/2 means for the town. Chairman McDaniel explained the general 
concept and noted that budgets are being trimmed severely,in most cases, 
this year and that next year, should the law remain the same, the 
problems will be even greater. 


Mr. Kidder mentioned that overall planning for the school's future will 
at some point mean a consolidation of properties, both through sale 

of un-needed properties and possibly in bringing the girls' section 

to the main campus, sale of the Sears Road campus; returning those 
parcels presumably to the tax rolls. 


There was some discussion of the fact that St. Mark's does offer its 
facilities to various town uses, although these are not always widely 
known. Chairman McDaniel, with agreement from Mr. Dumont, suggested 
it could be worthwhile to develop a better sense of the economic 
value of these services to the town, such as the use of soccer fields 
which saves the town the large purchase and maintenance expenses. 


In conclusion, Chairman McDaniel suggested Mr. Barlow contact Mr. 
Grossman, the Board's Administrative Assistant, concerning developing

Mr. Blanchard has seen Mr. Barlow wave his stick at 
the dog. Mr. Barlow stated that the Manning dog in the past runs 
off when he sees Mr. Barlow shaking a stick at him. However, 
the Blanchard dog stands his ground and is not intimidated by 
anything. 


Mr. Hamel testified that he has seen the Blanchard dog loose and 
uncontrolled and the dog attempted to bite Mr. Hamel. Mr. Hamel 
feels the dog is dangerous as it attacks from the rear and should 
be destroyed. He feels that a good school can teach the owner, or 
keeper, to train the dog, but the dog will only do what it is told 
to do. If it is turned loose, it will run. This dog of Blanchards 
was ticketed before Mr. Barlow's experience. Blanchard said his 
dog is a one-man dog but that his father will be taking it through 
training school and can handle it. The school lessons are once 
every week for three months. Mr. Blanchard said his dog gets angry 
when people enter his property.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Tuesday, February 3, 1981 


7:30 p.m. Present: Chairman Donna McDaniel, Selectman Louis J. 
Bartolini, Selectman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Administrative 
Assistant Jeffrey Grossman, Secretary Marjorie Putnam, 
members of the press. 


7:30 p.m. Meeting with Town Moderator Joseph McManus to discuss four 
to Articles he would like inserted in the Warrant for ATM 
8:11 p.m. 1981. Mr. McManus proposes to amend the by-laws changing 

the appointing authority from himself as Town Moderator, 
re the following: 


1. Re: Personnel Board - to the Board of Selectmen 

2. Re: Recreation Commission - to the Board of Selectmen 

3. Re: Capital Budget Planning Committee - to Moderator 
Board of Selectmen 
School Committee 
Advisory Committee 
Planning Board 


4. The last article Mr. McManus proposed was, re the Advisory 
Committee appointments. Mr. McManus proposes that regarding 
the nine voters to be appointed that at least four members 
to the committee shall reside in each of the voting 
precincts of the town as opposed to the current system of 
the four boroughs of the Town. 


Re: Recreation Appointments. The State Statutes give the 
appointing choice to the Moderator or the Board of Selectmen. 
Moderator McManus felt it is not appropriate for him to appoint 
the Recreation Commission and felt it put him in a compromising 
position when the budgets come before the Town Meetings. 


Regarding the Capital Budget Planning Committee, Moderator McManus 
believed if more Boards and Committees were involved in the 
selection of appointees that it would stimulate the appointing of 
a better cross-section of the townspeople. After a short dis- 
cussion the Selectmen and Moderator McManus decided to remove 

the Capital Budget Planning Committee proposed Article from the 
Warrant for ATM '81. The Selectmen want the by-law to stand as is. 


Re: the Recreation Commission appointments. The Board of 
Selectmen will put this Article in the Warrant for the townspeople 
to decide. 


Re: Appointment of the Personnel Board members. This proposed 
Article was removed from the proposed Warrant as the Selectmen 
did not believe it appropriate for the Board of Selectmen to 
appoint Personnel Board members. 


Re: Moderator McManus proposed Article, re Advisory Committee. 
Mr. McManus stated that he continually has a difficult time 
finding people to serve on this Committee as he is confined to 
the four boroughs of the Town. He believes precincts would be 
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better. The boroughs are not geographically nor clearly 
defined in the by-laws. He believes his proposed Article 
would alleviate the problem of filling the positions. It 
would be better balanced between precincts. The Selectmen 
informed him that they are proposing an Article to clearly 
define the boroughs of the town. They felt they would like 
to keep the by-law intact, just clarify the boundaries. 

It was decided to put two Articles in the Warrant for the 
decision of the townspeople. 


8:12 p.m. In the presence of Town Clerk Paul Berry, the Board of 
Selectmen selected five jurors for the March 2 
Worcester Superior Court Traverse jury: Silas H. Allen, 
50 Sears Road; Thomas J. Dando, 157 Parkerville Road; 

Robert A. Kimball, 36 Clifford Street; Arthur G. Teneyck, 23 

Parkerville Road; and Robert H. Willis, 165 Southville Road. 


8:15 p.m. Board met with the Southborough Police Association 

to regarding the FY '82 Police Department budget cuts, 

9:39 p.m. specifically the overtime line item of $4,000.00. 
Spokesman for the Association was Police Officer Charles 
Keller. Officer Keller read the five concerns of the 

Association which in essence were: What happens when the overtime 

amount of $4,000.00 is depleted, when two men are out sick on the 

same shift, will they be replaced or will no man be put out on the 

road? What about court time? If aman has to be at court, no one 

will be covering the town. If there is only one man on duty and 

two calls or more come in at the same time, which call will be 

answered immediately? Who makes that decision or sets the 

priorities? Re: investigating officer. Can the investigating 

be continued or does the investigation have to wait until he is 

on duty again? 


It was explained to the Association by the Selectmen that the Town 
Meeting votes on the bottom line only, that any line item in the 
salary account can be taken from any other line item if needed. 

If the $4,000.00 is depleted, then the Chief plans to use part of 
the line item delegated for the five part-time dispatchers, 
possibly allowing $13,443.20 to be utilized for overtime, if 
necessary. This budget was worked out with the Police Chief and he 
believes it is workable and is a reasonable budget. If the Police 
Department has unforeseen problems such as FY '80 had with multiple 
barn fires and several men resigning, and the budget looks like it 
will be completely depleted, then the Selectmen will go to the 
Advisory Committee for a Transfer from the Reserve Fund. There is 
no way the town will go unprotected with no man on duty. The safety 
of the officers and the townspeople will come first. Due to 
Proposition 2%, the budget had to be cut and the Department will 
try to live within this budget as best they can. Sometimes there 
may be only one man on a shift, preferably during the 8 to 4 shift, 
this possibility is as real during the present fiscal year as 

F.Y. '82. The Shift Commander should set the priority on calls, if 
no Shift Commander is on duty, then the man on the shift will have 
to make the decision as best he can. The Selectmen said, of course, 
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if an investigation is started at 1/4 hour before the end of the 
officer's shift, then it should continue if necessary. The line 

item on the books has to remain at $4,000.00 as the budget has 
already gone to the printer. However, the remaining amount of 
$9,443.20 can still be used from the salary item set for the part-time 
dispatchers. The overtime line item is only an estimate, not fixed. 
It is the prerogative of the Chief to schedule his men to make the 
best use of the budget such as using Reserves to save on the overtime 
line item, within the confines of the Police Association contract. 
The Selectmen reassured the Association that operating costs can be 
used for salaries, but never can salaries be used for operating 
costs. The Advisory Committee has approved the budget as presented. 
Chief Goyette stated "there will come a time with just one man on 

the road before the year is out." The overtime line item was cut 
from $12,000 (FY '81) to $4,000 (FY '82) as this seemed the only 
place to cut. $5,700 has been scheduled for the Reserves. The 

Chief can be a backup officer if needed for an emergency. The 
Association brought up the fact that many times a police officer has 
to drive the ambulance if no one from the Fire Department shows up; 
then who covers the Town if only one man is on duty? 


Board granted a Special License for the sale of wines and malt

Board granted Zoning By-Law Permit to Flagg Realty Trust, James P. 
Murphy, Trustee, to build a single-family house on Lot 32 
(Assessors' Map 13-14A), House Number 7 Blackthorn Drive. 


Board voted unanimously to appoint the following Advisory Committee 
members as Special Municipal Employees (under Chapter 268A, Section l 
& 17 of the General Laws): (1) Robert P. Juliano, 35 Atwood St., 
term to expire May 1982; (2) Leonard E. Gorman, 14 Mitchell St., 
term to expire May 1983; and (3) Lucien R. Philippon, 7 Woodland 
Road, term to expire May 1981. 


Re: 344 Turnpike Road, Exxon, U.S.A. Site Plan Hearing. Selectman 
Bartolini discussed his inspection of a similar gasoline station 
recently built by Exxon Company, U.S.A. in Natick. He found the 
lighting much too bright and wants Exxon to cut down the candle power 
on its proposed lighting or place yellow or pink neon lights to cut 
down the glare. The Administrative Assistant is to contact Exxon 
Company regarding the Board's request (re Site Plan presented to the 
— Board at the Hearing of January 27, 1981). 
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Selectmen requested Administrative Assistant Grossman to write to the 
Government Regulations Committee, Boston, re the Hearing on House 
Bill #370 for License request of Mauro's Market for an all-alcoholic 
package store license. The letter is to explain that this started 
with a citizens' petition and was discussed at ATM 1980, (Article 46) 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the General Court 

for said license. AS no opposition was brought at Town Meeting of 
1980, the Board petitioned the General Court for said license. The 
Town requests the Committee's unanimous vote in support of the 
passage of this Bill. Copy of this is to go to Representative Joseph 
Navin. 


Selectmen would like Town Counsel Frederick Busconi to draft an 
Article for the Warrant for ATM '81 to aid the Selectmen in selling 
the old fire station at 5 Main Street for less than the minimum 
asking price of $60,000, mandated by last year's Article, if 
necessary. 


Selectmen requested Administrative Assistant Grossman to ask the 
Committee to Study Transfer Station and Recyling Center to submit 

a written report within the next month so that the Selectmen can have 
ample opportunity to review and make comments on same before the 
mutual meeting.

February 3, 1981 Opinion, re Emergency Medical Technicians/Ambulance 
Fee, Chapter 111C, Section 14: 


"No emergency medical technician certified under the 
provisions of this chapter and no police officer or fire- 
fighter, who in the performance of his duties and in good 
faith renders emergency first aid or transportation to an 
injured person or to a person incapacitated by illness shall 
be personally in any way liable as a result of rendering 
such aid or as a result of transporting such person to a 
hospital or other safe place, nor shall he be liable to a 
hospital for its expenses if, under emergency conditions, 
he causes the admission of such person to said hospital. " 

The fees set by the Town do not affect the wording of this provision 
of the General Laws.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Re: Federal Aid Urban System Project Approval. 

Board noted January 29, 1981 letter from Dean Amidon, Commissioner, 
Executive Office of Transportation and Construction, Department of 
Public Works. The Department's Project Review Committee on December 
8, 1980 has voted to APPROVE request for the reconstruction of: 


Framingham Road from its intersection with Cross Street thence 
northwesterly approximately 2,500 feet to Acre Bridge Road and 
the reconstruction of Boston Road from Meadow Lane thence 
westerly approximately 3,500 feet to its intersection with 
Framingham and White Bagley Roads, as a Federal Aid Urban System 
Project.

House 28 provides funds for public improvement to revitalize

(Hearing to be held on the bill February 25, 1981, 
10:00 a.m., Room 222, State House.) Administrative Assistant Jeffrey 
Grossman stated "the State has no critieria. It has not been 
developed yet."

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


February 10, 1981 


7:30 p.m. Present: Chairman Donna McDaniel, Selectmen Louis J. 
Bartolini, Selectman Thomas McAuliffe, Administrative 
Assistant Jeffrey Grossman, Secretary Marjorie Putnam 
and members of the press. 


7:35 p.m. The Board of Assessors (Chairman Charles Johnson, Arthur 
to Holmes, Arthur Sisson) and their Secretary Betty Davis 
7:43 p.m. met briefly with the Selectmen to discuss a recurring 
problem with the Town House rear (parking lot) door. In three 
separate incidents persons have injured themselves by walking 
into the door. The Assessors would like a temporary sign or marking 
placed on this door until the Town Seal can be painted on same. Also, 
the Assessors requested that a barrel with sand and shovel be placed 
near this door to be used on the walkway in icy weather when the 
custodian is not around. The Selectmen instructed the Administrative 
Assistant to see that a temporary sign is placed on the rear Town 
House door and to ask Highway Superintendent Boland to place a barrel, 
complete with sand and shovel, at the rear entrance to the Town House. 


7:43 p.m. Meeting with the School Committee, Board of Assessors and 
to Advisory Committee to discuss budget considerations. Town 
9:36 p.m. Counsel Busconi was also present. Chairman of the School 
Committee, Norman Clement, stated that the Southborough 
School Committee will be meeting on Wednesday, February 11 
to vote on the actual budget cuts on the Southborough budget. They 
are using the $172,522,000 base assessment figure. (Northborough 
will be seeking increased valuation.) The school budget cuts in total 
will be approximately $160,452 based on the aforementioned assessment. 
Specific cuts will be stated at the February 11 School Committee 
meeting. Chairman of Assessors Charles Johnson stated that it is the 
unanimous opinion of the Board of Assessors that they are not in favor 
of a further updating of the Town of Southborough. The Assessors. feel 
they are as close to the fair market value as they can be and feel it 
is unfair to "hit" the taxpayers again so soon. Buildings don't 
increase in value at the same rate of speed. Information gathered from 
1980 Building Permits indicate that an estimated $2 million of new 
valuation could be added on to the $172 million tax base. The 
Selectmen explained that the Article in the Town Warrant was placed 
there as a precautionary measure in case the money is needed 
($4,000 in Article). The Department of Revenue is to make the 
decision, re the word "shall be" or "may be" in the definition of 
full and fair cash valuation, regarding a reflection of the changes 
in the market value of the property in a community. If the Department 
makes its decision before Town Meeting and it is "may be", then this 
Article can be withdrawn. The Board of Assessors explained that their 
January 1, 1981 figure is used when they compute the Fiscal 1982 tax 
rate. They have to use the January 1, 1980 figure for computation 
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at the 1981 Annual Town Meeting as this has been certified by the 
State. Selectman Bartolini said that the Townspeople should be 

given the choice of whether or not they want to update the valuation 
this year. Chairman Johnson stated that a new updating would take 
until Springtime to complete as they have to wait until the computer 

is available. The Assessors stated the housing market has levelled 
off. State says that the Cherry Sheet won't be received by towns 

until September. Setting the tax rate depends on State Aid, so you 
have to use the same figures as last year's Cherry Sheet. School 
Committee Chairman Norman Clement is looking for some way not to have 
to make such severe cuts in their budget and would like to save the 
releasing of at least two teachers. Selectmen Chairman Donna McDaniel 
stated the Town has one less Police Officer. It is up to the townspeople 
to set priorities and cut budgets further. Advisory Committee Chairman 
Wendy Otavsky stated they had not seen the School budget yet. Town 
Counsel Busconi stated that January 1, 1981 is the critical date as 

to what the levy and tax rate will be. Judge Young is to decide 

how this law will be implemented. 


Selectman McAuliffe suggested leaving the cuts for the townspeople and 
defend the budgets on the Town Meeting floor. Budgets can be cut but 
not increased at Town Meeting. The Advisory Committee left fora 
brief caucus. Upon returning to the Hearing Room, Chairman of Ad- 
visory Committee Wendy Otavsky stated that the School budget, based on 
a $174 million base, will be printed in the Town Warrant Book and 

let the townspeople decide to cut or not to cut at Town Meeting 1981. 


9:37 p.m. The Selectmen met with the School Committee to discuss the 
to fact that the Selectmen had to read in the newspapers that 
9:44 p.m. the Town and the School Committee were involved in a 

suit, that the Committee did not notify the Selectmen of 

such a suit and further did not ask permission, according 
to the Town By-Laws (Article IV, Section 7) which mandates that 
permission must be obtained from the Board of Selectmen before employing 
any counsel other than Town Counsel. Chairman of School Committee 
Norman Clement stated that this was on its Agenda for School Committee 
meeting on November 11, 1980. Mr. Clement stated that permission had 
been given before when the School Committee was involved in a case 
when Town Counsel William Brewin was unavailable to handle the case. 
Selectman Bartolini explained that permission has to be granted on a 
case by case basis. The Selectmen need to know when the Town is 
being involved in a suit. All that is needed is a telephone call to ask 
if the Town Counsel can handle the case. 


9:44 p.m. Board met with Robert J. Hamilton, Sr., 31 Highland Street, 
to and Lawrence E. Lamson, II, 123 Southville Road, regarding 
10:11 p.m. their continuing woodcutting operation on Highland Street 
(Lot 2C/Assessors' Map 3) which lot is owned by Lloyd 
E. and Elaine L. Clark of 60 Walsh Street, Framingham, 
Massachusetts. Selectmen reminded these gentlemen of a meeting with 
the Board on December 11, 1979 at which time they agreed to wind 
down this operation. On January 26, 1981 a letter was sent to the 
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owners of this property, Mr. and Mrs. Clark, requiring the extensive 
woodcutting operating on their residentially-zoned property to 

CEASE AND DESIST within 21 days of the receipt of said letter. (February 
18 deadline for clearance of lot.) Mr. Hamilton stated they did wind 
down and that the noise has been kept down as per verbal agreement. 

He expected a letter from former Selectman Paul O'Connell reiterating 
what had taken place at the December 11, 1979 meeting and it was never 


received. (A cease and desist order had been delivered by Police 
Department to Mr. Lamson on December 5, 1979, stating all operations 
had to stop upon receipt of the December 5, 1979 letter.) Mr. 


Hamilton found out in his conversation with Administrative Assistant 
Grossman that instead of a letter, Chairman O'Connell had dictated 
a memorandum to the file dated March 17, 1980, regarding his 
conversation with Mr. Clark, the owner of the property, and his 
telephone conversation with Mr. Hamilton. Mr. Hamilton stated he 
never agreed to the statements as made in Mr. O'Connell's memorandum. 
Selectman Bartolini stated that he had recently received a complaint 
from a neighbor regarding this woodcutting operation, a Mr. Cox at 
28 Highland Street. Mr. Hamilton wanted to know under what circum- 
stances could they use this property for wood cutting and storing. 
Chairman McDaniel again stated that the issue is under the Town's 
Zoning By-Laws; you cannot run a business on a residentially-zoned 
piece of property. At this time, Chairman McDaniel read the 
February 10, 1981 letter from the owners of the property - the Clarks, 
pam in which they said they talked to Mr. Lamson and Mr. Hamilton and told 
them they were expected to remove all wood and related items from this 
premises by the date stated in the cease and desist order letter 
(dated January 26, 1981) which would be on February 18. The Clarks 
do not wish to have this request violated under any circumstances. 
Town Counsel Busconi stated that the issue is that this is a 
residential area and you cannot conduct a business on this property. 
This business of woodcutting should not be there. There is no house 
on this property. Home occupations are allowed by the owner in 
residence, such as antigues and real estate, which are within the 
Town's Zoning By-Law. 


Selectman Bartolini suggested that Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Lamson look 
around for a commercial piece of property for this business. They 
cannot use this property for this business under the Zoning By-Law. 
The Selectmen’ unanimously VOTED to send a letter to Mr. Hamilton and 
Mr. Lamson requiring them to comply with the CEASE AND DESIST ORDER 
issued January. 26, 1981 pertaining to this wood operation on Highland 
Street (Lot 2C, Assessors' Map 3). This is to be delivered by the 
Police Department, copy to go to the owners of the property, Mr. 

and Mrs. Lloyd Clark of Framingham. 


The Board of Selectmen VOTED unanimously to close the Town Warrant 
for Annual Town Meeting 1981 and duly signed same. 
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Selectman McAuliffe stated he had received a complaint regarding 
John Bartolini still leaving construction equipment on a lot on 
Foley Drive. It has been there for quite some time. A letter will 
be sent to him calling his attention to this matter, asking him to 
do everything within his power to resolve this problem as quickly 
as possible. Chairman McDaniel stated she would draft the letter, 
that she had talked to Mr. Bartolini regarding this complaint. Mr. 
Bartolini had told her that he plans to construct another house on 
Foley Drive and that the equipment would be moved as soon as the 
ground is ready in the Spring. 


Mr. William Linnell of 1 Maplecrest Drive (corner of Framingham 
Road) asked if the Town could put a guard rail in front of his 
property on Framingham Road in order to prevent vehicles travelling 
on Framingham Road from entering his yard. In the past week around 
3 a.m. and 4 a.m., two cars drove into his back yard (about an hour 
apart) and had to be towed out. The Police Department and towing 
people were very quick in responding to his calls, but he fears 

for the safety of his family and wants to prevent this from 
happening again if possible. Selectmen agreed to contact Highway 
Superintendent John W. Boland and ask him to speak to Mr. Linnell 
and see what can be done to prevent this from happening again. 


STATE LEGISLATURE 


Board noted February 4, 1981 letter from State Representative Joseph 
M. Navin responding to Administrative Assistant Grossman's letter, 
re the Arlington proposal and the petition of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association; measures that deal with the implementation 

of Proposition 2 1/2. It is Representative Navin's intention to 
implement 2 1/2 with as much State assistance as possible and will 
do whatever he can to lessen the drastic effects of 2 1/2.

8:15 p.m. Meeting of Southborough Town Employees, re Worcester County 
to Retirement System. The Board of Selectmen held a meeting 
9:36 p.m. with Town Employees and/or their representatives to discuss 


the Worcester County Retirement System and its problems. 

Chairman Donna McDaniel, Selectman Louis J. Bartolini and 
Selectman Thomas W. McAuliffe wanted to inform the Town employees as 
soon as possible regarding information received at their meeting with 
the Worcester County Retirement System in Worcester on Thursday, 
February 26, 1981. Carmen Illio, Chairman of Retirement Law 
Commission, and Michael J. Donoghue, County Treasurer, held Thursday's 
meeting to explain to all the participating towns and cities the serious 
Financial status the System is in at the present time and to discuss 
what might be done to solve the most serious problem, i.e. of running 
out of funds. The System at this time is not prepared to fund all of 
the people who are contributing into the System. The County has about 
$28 million in assets at present. However, the liabilities are 
approximately $84 million. Also, there are approximately $11 million 
worth of assets locked into long-term bonds earning 2% - 4% interest, 
and there exists legislation hindering the liquidation of these bonds. 


The pension monies paid into the System from employees is spent in 
the first three years of retirement. Employees hired before 1977 
have 5% deducted from their pay and those hired after 1977 have 7% 
deducted. Judges who retire receive 75% of their annual pay. Before 
1977 they paid nothing into the System yet upon retiring received 

75% of their total annual salary. Since 1977 they have contributed 
into the System at the 7% rate. 


Another high cost to the System is early retirees on disability 


retirement. There is a high rate of teachers claiming stress, etc. 
and receive disability pension from the Massachusetts Teachers 
Retirement System. In addition, a number of Public Safety employees 


retire on disability. Disability retirees receive higher payments 
than regular retirees. There seems to be a greater number of younger 
people receiving these disability pensions; 29 - 31 year olds are 
requesting these pensions due to Proposition 2% layoffs. County 


boards turn down these requests but seem to lose these cases when they 
are appealed. These early retirements are putting a financial strain 


on the System. The Worcester County assessment is based on a straight 
pro rata basis according to how much they need to fund the retirees 
for the impending year. The County is now working on a computer 
printout to show each town the number of people who have retired and 
will be getting out an actuarial report in the next few months. 


It is physically impossible to get out of this System. Towns with 
less than 10,000 have no choice but to stay within the System. Ifa 
town leaves the Worcester County Retirement System it would still be 
assessed for the liabilities which it owes. 
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Town employees were concerned about whether or not the money put in 
to date will be lost, whether or not Social Security System will take 
over Worcester Retirement, how long will it be before the money runs 
out if nothing is done, and what can be done to make this System work. 
One suggestion by the Selectmen was that new Legislation could help. 
Towns seem to hire without any physicals or without adequate physicals 
being required. Those in the System now should be protected to 
prevent pension cuts. Those entering the System should contribute 

at a higher rate. Monies should be guaranteed to contributers. The 
law now states that if the Retirement System runs out of money, they 
do not have to continue payment to retirees. Rules and Regulations 
must be tightened regarding disability pensions. 


After discussing pros and cons, it was decided by all to have the 
Board of Selectmen seek more information and arrange for a meeting 
the. latter part of April with all Town Employees (in the Worcester 
County Retirement System) and Michael Donoghue, Worcester County 
Treasurer, Carmen Illio, Chairman of Retirement Law Commission, 
Representative Joseph Navin and Senator Daniel Foley. When a firm 
date has been set with these gentlemen, a notice will be sent to all 
said employees. 


The Selectmen were asked to pick a date, re a Pre-Town Meeting. The 

— date will be April 7, Tuesday, at 7:30 p.m. at Woodward Memorial 
School, Cordaville Road. The Selectmen decided to hold their regular 
meeting at the Woodward School, to begin at 6:30 p.m. League of 
Women Voters and Village Society to be notified. 


Selectman McAuliffe asked that another letter be sent to John 
Bartolini regarding Foley Drive and the continuing problem of his 
storage of construction equipment.

Selectmen discussed Police Chief Robert Goyette's letter of March 10 
which enclosed applications of three finalists for the position of 
Police Officer. Chief Goyette would like to set up a final interview 
date for the three applicants. None of the applicants is certified 
in Massachusetts and only one is certified in another State. He is a 
member of the Concord, New Hampshire Police Department. It is not 
certain whether or not this will count toward a Massachusetts 
certification. The Board is not optimistic that it will count. To 
Save money and time, the Board would like to appoint a police officer 
who is certified in Massachusetts and could go to work immediately. 

A noncertified person would have to attend 12 weeks of State Academy 
according to State Law. Selectmen agreed to readvertise and insert 
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in the ad: "Basic Recruit training for municipal police in accordance 
with Massachusetts G. L. Chapter 41, Section 96B preferred." The 
finalists are to be notified that we are readvertising and that they 
are still being considered. 


7:30 p.m. Meeting with Paul Brefka, Chairman of the Committee and 
to Metropolitan Area Planning Council to Examine Present and 
8:54 p.m. Future Uses of Former Fire Station and Assess Impact on 
Southborough Center. Mr. Brefka said the final printing 
was not quite ready, but would be ready at the end of the 
month ready for Town Meeting. He presented a Preliminary Report to 
the Board. Gail Jenks and Jim Denman, members of this Committee were 
also present. Mr. Brefka gave his presentation of his preliminary 
report and stated that the MAPC had done a commendable job, that 
many people will benefit by the studies done by the MAPC, especially 
the Planning Board and I.D.C. The Committee had asked them to 
expand the scope and study the downtown area. The developer will need 
all of the information the Committee can present to them. In this 
report, which was discussed by Mr. Brefka, is a Market Analysis Outline, 
re existing conditions, business activity, competition, evaluation 
of conditions, opportunities for expansion and options for fire station 
re-use. This report also contained the committee's estimated improve- 
ments needed to be done to the fire station property prior to 
occupancy. The Committee is suggesting that at least $120,847 of 
improvements need to be done. The matter of the zoning of this 
property has been resolved according to the Planning Board. This 
property has always been zoned for business and therefore, no 
zoning article is needed. The Town has to ask Massachusetts Electric 
Company for an easement for the roadway going between the fire station 
and the westerly side of it. Massachusetts Electric has been 
contacted. They have no intention of selling this piece of land. They 
will not agree to give the land for the roadway. MAPC said that the 
Town will have to get an easement. It is the only egress. The Town 
can ask for it or take it. Without the easement, the property is not 
as desirable to purchase. The committee received a great deal of input 
from citizens, re the interests of the people in town. Extensive 
improvements are needed. The engineer went completely through the 
building to find what would bring the building back to standards. The 
Committee does not want somebody to buy the building at $60,000 
(minimum set in last year's Annual Town Meeting), then paint the inside 
and then open up a used furniture store or something like that. The 
design guidelines in the developer packet will state what is expected 
by a developer. But they don't want to lose a developer by being too 
restrictive. There are improvements that the Committee feels are 
absolutely necessary to complement the downtown portion of Southborough. 
The Committee expects the property to be at least landscaped, a new 
septic system installed, and a rear parking lot. The Committee does 
not think that you should ask a developer to pay $60,000 and then 
expect $120,000 worth of improvements on top of that, totalling 
$180,000.00. The Committee would like to see the $60,000 
minimum abolished. If a developer puts $120,000 into the property, 
a considerable sum of taxes would be coming to the Town. The 
Committee would like to attract the right type of person to buy this 
building, not someone who wants to make a great deal of money off 
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this building. The Town should be flexible on the sale price so 
that money can be put into improvements. 


Selectman McDaniel stated at this point that there is an Article in 
the Warrant for Annual Town Meeting 1981 to allow the Selectmen to 
sell to the highest bidder. 


Mr. Brefka stated that this study is very valuable as the Town knows 
what it will cost to improve this property. If the Committee gets 

a good proposal, it would like to act on it. MAPC said the Town 

can put restrictions on this property, on the building, and on the 
use in perpetuity on to the next seller and the Town will be very 
careful of the restrictions as they don't want to rule out the 
developer. 


An example of a restriction would be that the building can't be torn 
down. The restrictions can be enforced by a Covenant by the Board of 
Selectmen. The highest bidder can be rejected if the proposed use 
is not acceptable. The Board of Selectmen will make the final decision. 
The guidelines will be ready for the Annual Town Meeting. There have 
been no contacts with prospective developers. In answer to a question 
from the audience as to what about putting up another building on 
this lot, Mr. Brefka stated that you can't build on this lot. There 
is insufficient frontage according to the Zoning By-Law. There is 

— no time limit to sell this property, but the Committee plans to 
expedite the selling of it. People have approached Mr. Brefka and 
have expressed interest in this property. A Developer's Kit will 
be mailed to interested people. Chairman McDaniel stated that it is 
the feeling of the Board of Selectmen that the Town should get rid 
of it. It is a liability at this point. Mr. Brefka agreed as with 
increasing decay, the value of the building goes down. The Committee 
will meet again with the Board of Selectmen on Tuesday, March 31, 1981 
at 7:45 p.m., re the proposed Developer's Kit.

6:30 p.m. Present: Chairman Donna McDaniel, Selectman Louis Bartolini, 
Selectman Thomas McAuliffe, Administrative Assistant 
Jeffrey Grossman, Secretary Marjorie Putnam, Town Counsel 
Frederick Busconi, members of the press and interested 
citizens. 


6:30 p.m. Meeting with Police Chief Robert A. Goyette to discuss 

to status of his budget, resignation of full-time dispatcher, 

7:18 p.m. a police officer and a sergeant from the department, 
scheduling of police personnel, overtime line item, sick 
time line item and other pertinent police department matters. 

Selectman McAuliffe inquired as to the reason why police officers are 

used as dispatchers during three 8-hour shifts per week. Chief 

Goyette answered that due to scheduling, it is less costly to the 

town to cover those three dispatching shifts with officers, since 

we have three officers on duty during those three 8-hour shifts being 

paid at their straight rate. To cover four 24 hours/day with two men 

on each shift, 336 man hours are needed. Nine men provide 360 man hours. 

Therefore, there are 24 hours when three officers would be on duty. 

With eight men or less, dispatchers should be used for those same 

three shifts due to scheduling and costs. 


Dispatcher Sheppard and Officer Gray will be leaving the Police 
Department effective March 20, 1981 and Sgt. Baker's resignation is 
effective April 13, 1981. The Selectmen want the Chief to stay within 
his budget, barring some unforeseen emergencies. However, safety is 
the highest priority with the Chief and the Selectmen. On March 20 
there will be only eight police officers with the department and on 
April 13, only seven police officers until these positions can be 
replaced. Chief Goyette said if someone calls in sick, or aman is on 
vacation, there will be only one man on some shifts. The men have 
permission to call for backups from the border town nearest the 
incident under Mutual Aid Agreements. It is hoped that two police 
officers will be hired with Massachusetts Police Schooling Certification. 
If this is not possible, twelve weeks of Massachusetts State Police 
Academy is mandated. The next term starts in July; another one is 
scheduled for the Fall. Selectman Bartolini suggested freezing summer 
vacations until the new officer completes his/her schooling. Or Fall 
vacations could be frozen. Selectman Bartolini said the Police 
Department has the highest sick leave record and he would like to see 
a decrease in this record; perhaps checkups are in order to see what 
the problem is. Chief Goyette stated that some of the sick leaves are 
due to injuries. The Selectmen would like to make at least one 

police officer appointment as soon as possible so as not to deplete 
the budget. Chief Goyette stated that "the money will not be 

depleted the way we are going, barring some unforeseen emergency." 
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Selectmen unanimously voted to give permission to F. D. Newton 

Handtub Association to place three temporary signs advertising 

its Las Vegas Night: One at Route 30 and 85 intersection 
One at Route 30 and Framingham Rd. intersection 
One at Southville Rd. and River St. intersection 


7:30 p.m. Meeting with Southborough School Committee to discuss 

to hiring of legal counsel and payment of legal fees. The 

8:13 p.m. entire School Committee was present as well as Richard 
Tibert, Business Manager, and Dennis DiSalvo, Supt. of 
Schools. Chairman McDaniel explained that two issues 

were involved: (1) The 2-year Contract that the School Committee 

has signed with a law firm - Allan W. Drachman, P.C. of Boston, MA; 

and (2) legal representation and problem with fees that have been 

accumulating for the suit that involves Michael Gulbankian, Inc. 

These fees are in excess of what is allowed to be paid under the State 

law (General Laws Chapter 71, Section 37F) which states that no money 

shall be expended in excess of $5,000 without the prior approval of 

the Board of Selectmen. Norman Clement, Chairman of the School 

Committee, explained that they wanted a counsel with expertise in school 

matters to represent the three units and they agreed to pay a flat 

fee. Chairman McDaniel also reminded the Committee that they never 

received a letter requesting the services of the Town Counsel and 

therefore, the School Committee has violated the Town By-Laws of qaman 

Southborough Article IV, Section 7, which states that no town officer, 

board or committee shall enter into any contract or agreement 

employing any other counsel without first obtaining the consent of 

the Board of Selectmen. Therefore, the Committee's contract with 

Allan W. Drachman, P. C. (which was to terminate June 30, 1982 - 

a two year contract) is invalid with respect to that portion 

pertaining to the Town of Southborough. 


Selectman Bartolini read the January 22, 1975 letter from the Board 
of Selectmen to Jay Engel, Jr., Chairman of the School Committee at 
that time in which the Board allowed the School Committee and Supt. 
of Schools Mr. Geele to employ the services of Town Counsel William 
Brewin, re problems arising from Chapter 766 Special Education 
Programs in general and the core evaluation process in particular. 


Mr. Clement stated the School Committee has asked for a retrial 
regarding the Gulbankian litigation. They expect to hear shortly 
regarding this. 


Selectman Bartolini stated that the School Committee should have 
asked the Board's permission to use other than Town Counsel. The 
School Committee should have asked the Town Counsel if he had the 
expertise they so desired. The bill of Bowditch & Dewey for services 
rendered from 11/3/80 to 12/31/80 in the amount of $6,201.68, re 
Gulbankian litigation will not be paid by the Town of Southborough. es 
The Southborough Board of Selectmen was never informed that the 
School Committee had employed outside counsel nor ever asked 

verbally or in writing for permission to do so. Mr. Clement said 

the Committee did not know of this by-law. If they had known of it 
they would have written the required letter. 
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Chairman McDaniel pointed out to the Committee that the Contract with 
Drachman states a sum of $12,000 plus expenses excluding mileage for 
fees. The Selectmen also pointed out that if the Committee had 

used Town Counsel they would not be paying $60/hour but would be 
paying $35/hour, the Town's rate, thus quite a saving would be 
realized. Under G. L. 71, s. 37F the State Laws allow up to $5,000 
without approval by the Board of Selectmen. Selectman Bartolini 
asked the Committee if they had this in their budget. Mr. Clement 
said they did. He did not specify exactly where in the budget this 
would come out of. 


Selectman Bartolini asked how they chose the outside counsel. The 
Committee said they advertised and interviewed six or seven candidates. 
Selectman Bartolini said the intent of the Town By-Law to have to | 
ask permission from the Board of Selectmen was so that each committee 
or board would not employ several different counsels and therefore 

the town would not know how many suits the town was involved in and 
who was suing the town. 


The Selectmen stated that the fees, re the Gulbankian suit are in 
excess of what is allowed without prior approval by the Selectmen. 


School Committee Chairman Clement stated he was also surprised by 

the second bill from Bowditch & Dewey for $6,201.68 (for services 
rendered from 12/3 - 12/31/80 which they received last week and 

which remains unpaid). This was not prearranged by the Committee 
with this firm. Total legal fees encumbered by the School Committee 
is: $2,265.98 paid and $6,201.68 unpaid -- totalling $8,467.66 in 
legal fees regarding the Gulbankian litigation. Selectman McAuliffe 
asked if these fees included the hours of the trial itself. The 
answer from the Committee was in the affirmative. Selectman Bartolini 
again stated that under the State law and in town by-law Article IV 
sec. 7, they cannot approve nor pay the outstanding bill for 
$6,201.68. Town Counsel Busconi stated that the bill is only for the 
period ending 12/31/80, that more bills will come in which he assumes 
will be around $9,000 or $10,000. Town Counsel Busconi is now 
representing the Committee, re the Gulbankian case. * Town Counsel 
Busconi stated that he cannot file an Appearance in the Gulbankian 
case until there is a Disappearance filed. (This is an exchange 

of lawyers.) 


Selectman Bartolini asked the School Committee if they wished to go 
into Executive Session which is allowable under the Open Meeting Law. 
In fact, he would prefer to do this to resolve this matter as quickly 
as possible. Selectmen also asked if the Committee had notified this 
law firm about the problem of payment. The answer was in the 
affirmative. Mr. Clement stated that the Committee would prefer to 
wait another week as there is a motion for a new trial before the 
court. The School Committee then left for another meeting in 
Northborough. 


At this point a gentleman stated that there is a petition circulating 
asking the School Committee to settle the Gulbdankian case as the 
Court has decreed. Citizens are concerned that the legal fees seem 
to be coming to the point where they are the same as the encumbrance 
$20,000 awarded by the Court. 
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William Linnell asked the Board as to the status of his request for 
a guard rail or some sort of barrier on Framingham Road in front of 
his home (1 Maplecrest Drive) to prevent the reoccurrence of cars 
driving into his back yard and damaging his property. The 
Administrative Assistant stated that Highway Superintendent Boland 
has visited the site and is looking into what can be done. The 
Administrative Assistant will again contact Supt. Boland as to the 
status of this matter.

7:30 p.m. Meeting convened in Conference Room "A". Present were: 
Chairman Donna McDaniel, Selectman Louis Bartolini, Select- 
man Thomas McAuliffe, Administrative Assistant Jeffrey 

Grossman, Secretary Marjorie Putnam and members of the press. 


7:38 p.m. Selectmen met with the Committee to Study Transfer 
to Station and Recycling Center (ad hoc). Committee members 
8:13 p.m. present were: Brian Mauro, Richard Upjohn, Norman Boiani, 
and Inge Tufts. Chairman of the Committee Col. Edwin 
McMeen was not present. Chairman McDaniel asked for this 
meeting to find out the committee's findings to date re two concerns: 
(1) suggestions for the future as the Transfer Station hauling con- 
tract will be expiring (FY 82) and we are entering our last fiscal 
with this company, and (2) we need suggestions to improve the usage 
of the recycling center at the transfer station. Committee members 
stated that they had trouble getting started due to the selection 
of a chairman. They chose Col. McMeen as chairman and he has failed 
to call a cemmittee meeting since then. Highway Supt. John Boland 
(ex-officio member) was present and stated that he had spoken to 
Col. McMeen sometime ago. Brian Mauro stated that this committee 
would be more effective meeting in two separate groups: one for the 
equipment study and one for the recycling study.

7:00 p.m. Present: Chairman Donna McDaniel, Selectman Louis J.

7:00 p.m. Meeting with Linda Ranieri and her brother Will Dunnebier 
to regarding her home at 1 Flagg Road being burglarized on 
7:34 p.m. Sunday, March 29, 1981. Mrs. Ranieri stated that her 
paper boy reported at 4 p.m. to the Police Department that 
he found the door open at the Ranieri home and nobody 
around. Mrs. Ranieri came home at around 10:30 p.m. She had been 
at the Cape. When she telephoned the Police they told her that they 
did not have the manpower to take any prints that night as there was 
only one man on duty on the road and that prints will be taken the 
next morning. Mrs. Ranieri and her brother were very upset that only 
one man was on the road due to the lack of funds in the budget to put 
more men on the road. Mr. Dunnebier asked who was in charge of the 
Police Department. If it is the Chief, where is he? Where does he 
live? Why is the Police Force dwindling away to nothing? Why is 
nobody being replaced for the officers who are leaving? The Selectmen 
stated that all information regarding the residence of the Chief and 
budget information were given at two public meetings with the Board 
of Selectmen. The Board has not received any complaints about the 
decisions that were made at those public meetings. The men left the 
Police Department for higher positions. Regarding the comments on 
morale, the Selectmen believe it is very high. Mrs. Ranieri asked 
why the house was not secured after finding it burglarized and the 
door left open. Why was a neighbor not notified of the burglary? 
Mrs. Ranieri didn't find out about it until she arrived home at about 
10:30 p.m. 


Selectman McAuliffe asked Officer Mattioli what the normal procedure 
is, re house breaks and no one at home. Officer Mattioli stated 

that you contact somebody with the family if possible. The premises 
would ordinarily be locked up. Also, the officer tries to notify the 
owner and stay until the owner arrives. But if there is only one man 
on the road he can't stay long at the premises. The Selectmen asked 
if an attempt was made to notify anybody. Mr. Dunnebier said he knows 
that one man can't handle everything and that the Police Department 
does not have the manpower to handle the investigation or follow up 
any leads. There was a Dispatcher at the station and only Officer 
Durran on the road. The Selectmen stated that there are budget 
problems at present. Selectman Bartolini stated that they will ask 
for a copy of the Officer's Report regarding this incident. Selectman 
Bartolini also stated that right now the Chief is on sick leave and 
that the Shift Sergeant on duty is in charge of the Department. 
Regarding the men who have left the department, they have gone on to 
better paying jobs. At one time, the department used more civilian 
dispatchers in order to put more police officers on the road.

Paul Brefka, 

Chairman of the Committee, and members Gail Jenks and 
James Denman were also present. Mr. Brefka presented to 

the Selectmen a Final Draft of the Committee's findings,in the form 
of a Developer's Kit, for the Selectmen to review between now and the 
Town Meeting. At the beginning of this report is a timetable of 
events. The Committee would like by the first of May to advertise the 
sale of the property. The cost of this advertisement is about $325 
and the Industrial Development Commission has agreed to pay for this out 
of its budget. The Developer's Kit would sell for $25 a copy. This 
money, of course, would go back into E & D, but would cover the cost 
of the printing. Fifty or sixty kits will be printed. They also will 
be useful to the Planning Board, Board of Health and perhaps other 
boards. The kit is to be completed by May 13. If a good reasonable 
response is not received, they plan to re-advertise on June l. The 
Committee would like to allow ninety days to respond to the developer's 
kit. The bidding should close in August. The Board of Selectmen 

and Mr. Brefka's committee agreed that all bids are to be in by 
Tuesday, August 11 (a Selectmen's meeting night). Evaluation period 
will be from August 11 to September 14. The Committee will make 
recommendations to the Selectmen on September 15. Mr. Brefka 

explained the purpose of the maps contained in the kit. Committee 
still has not resolved the land now owned by the Massachusetts Electric. 
They use it as a mobile field station. The land would improve the

value of the property. The MAPC has been looking at the area in the 
Vicinity of the railroad track. It seems as the SPA and the K of C 
have been allowed to use 33 feet of the railroad's property. The 
Railroad owns 65 feet on either side of the railroad track. Parking 
area could be expanded. Choices are: (1) The Railroad could deed 

the land to the Town; (2) Allow an easement over the property for 
perpetuity; or (3) the Town could take it by eminent domain. This 
matter is also unresolved.

to regarding a parcel of land he owns on Oregon Road 

8:03 p.m. (Assessors' Map 15, Lot 18, 3.29 acres). Mr. Williams 
stated that he has two problems with his property: 

(1) His property is continually being vandalized. Last 
year his garden was destroyed. Someone is placing his grass clippings 
on his land. Holes are being dug. Mr. Williams found four holes at 
least three feet deep. He keeps filling them in. Last Thursday 
he found that at least four square feet of sod had been dug up. The 
loam had been removed out of his garden plot. The kids continually 
make the area into a baseball field. They never ask for permission. 
There is a 26 foot driveway he uses to get onto his land. Surrounding 
neighbors seem to be.using this driveway for their own use. (2) Some- 
one is interested in buying this property to build upon but wants 
assurance that he can build. Mr. Williams bought land on Oregon Road 
in 1947 and has since split it up leaving Lot 18 as it is now since 
1963. Application for a Zoning Permit was denied by the Board of 
Selectmen in 1963, 1966 and 1967 for lack of proper frontage. The 
Board of Appeals denied a variance in 1967 due to lack of frontage, 
objections from five abutters and conservation of property values. 


Mr. Williams stated that he was very frustrated trying to get 
approvals from the various boards, that he wants to sell this 
property, that he wants the Board of Selectmen to waive all the 
Zoning By-Laws and grant him a permit to build on his property. 
Chairman McDaniel explained that the Board of Selectmen does not have 
the authority to exempt him from the Zoning By-Laws of the Town. 

All the Board can do is to deny him a Zoning Permit and he can then 
apply to the Board of Appeals due to his parcel of land having 
inadequate frontage. Mr. Williams was advised to try again. The 
Board of Appeals has different members and the abutters may be 
different ones from those who objected in the past. Mr. Williams 
complained that he has not applied to the ZBA due to it being so 
costly in the past, said he would go to the Planning Board, but not 
the ZBA. Chairman McDaniel said the Board will do everything 
possible to see that the vandalism is stopped. Selectman Bartolini 
stated that he has presided at prior meetings with Mr. Williams 

and the Board told him the same as they have tonight, that he has 

not the proper frontage and must go before the ZBA if he wants a 
variance to build upon this lot. Selectman Bartolini stated that the 
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issue is clear: 125 foot frontage is required and this lot has 

only 75-77 foot frontage. That is not enough. Mr. Williams 

stated that he did not care about the Zoning By-Law and still believed 
that the Building Permit should be issued to him without any more 
hearings. 


8:05 p.m. Meeting with Sandra Brock, part-time civilian police 

to dispatcher. Present were her mother and Police Sergeant 

9:34 p.m. William J. Colleary, Jr. (Sgt. Colleary is Officer in 
Charge while Chief Goyette is on sick leave.) 


Sandra Brock asked for this meeting as she stated that 
Chief Goyette had promised that when Dispatcher Nancy Sheppard quit 
about three weeks ago that she could have this full-time position and 
subsequently read in the newspaper that Nancy Sheppard had been 
reinstated to the full-time position she formerly held. Ms. Brock 
handed to the Selectmen a letter dated April 21, 1981 in which she stated 
all the facts that she feels substantiates her complaint that this 
full-time position had been promised to her. Sgt. Colleary stated that 
the Chief never told him that Ms. Brock had been promised this position. 
Chairman McDaniel stated that the Board knew nothing about this 
promise of the Chief's, that the Board was asked by someone who wanted 
to come back, never knew that someone else was offered the position. 
Sgt. Colleary stated that he read in the newspaper that Nancy Sheppard 
was reinstated. He didn't know she wanted to come back. He thought 
She was happy in her new job. He had the understanding that Sandra 
was a part-time employee. Selectman Bartolini stated that "We have 
two people for one position. This is a department head decision." 
Sgt. Colleary stated that no one had consulted him. After this 
reinstatement, Sgt. Colleary telephoned the Chief who said to put 
Nancy back on. Administrative Assistant Grossman stated that he had 
talked to the Chief about Sandra's statement that the job was offered 
to her. The Chief said that Sandra was offered four or five shifts 
indefinitely; said Sandra should share with Frankie Moore for all 
the open shifts. The Chief just wanted the shifts covered. There 
are five available dispatcher shifts. There are four full-time 
dispatcher shifts. There are four full-time dispatchers and two 
part-time dispatchers. Full time are: Clerk-Dispatcher Willard Putnam, 
Frank Moore, Nancy Sheppard, and John Mauro, Jr. Part-time Dispatchers 
are: Kathleen Straitt and Sandra Brock. Chairman McDaniel stated that 
the Board unknowingly made a mistake. Selectman Bartolini stated that 
the Board made the mistake and it should be reversed and the Board should 
give the position to Sandra Brock. Chairman McDaniel said that she 
was not willing to do that. The Board made the mistake. The Board made 
the appointment. The Selectmen have to make the appointment from 
part-time to full-time. Selectman Bartolini said that Nancy is the 
innocent party, but Goyette had promised Sandra Nancy's shifts. If 
the Board knew about this before hand, Nancy would not have been 
reinstated. Sgt. Colleary again stated that Sandra Brock is a part- 
time dispatcher. That is what Chief Goyette told him. Selectman 
Bartolini then asked if both can get equal number of shifts. Sandra 
Brock stated that she has no scheduled shifts now. When she was 
hired she had one scheduled shift a week. Chairman McDaniel stated 
that she did not see any great basis for making a decision. Which 
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mistake does the Board wipe out? Selectman Bartolini questioned Sgt. 
Colleary; if it was possible that both could have 2% shifts a 

week or more a week. Sgt. Colleary said there were only five shifts 
available. A slim budget prevents more being available. Sgt. 
Colleary explained why the Chief recently advertised for more part- 
time dispatchers. The Chief wanted more available part-time 
dispatchers available to be called when needed to fill dispatcher 
shifts so the men wouldn't have to sit at the desk. The Chief just 
wanted more part-timers on call. Sandra again stated that now she 
is not working at all. Chairman McDaniel said: "What we are saying 
here is that she has no job?" Selectman Bartolini: "I would say so." 
Chairman McDaniel said she did not want to take that responsibility 
of telling someone they don't have a job. "I will support that 

what we did was correct. I don't think the Board made a mistake." 
Selectman Bartolini stated that the Board had the wrong information 
given to it. Sgt. Colleary said that it was his understanding that 
if the Chief wants somebody appointed he has to recommend them to 
the Selectmen. Selectmen Bartolini: "Why didn't he come to us? 
Chairman McDaniel questioned whether the Chief offered a full-time 
job or more shifts? Administrative Assistant Grossman said the 
Chief stated to him that his offer was four or five shifts 
indefinitely. Chairman McDaniel said that she would like to talk to 
Chief Goyette herself. Sandra Brock again stated she remembered 


that the Chief used the word "full-time". Selectman Bartolini would 
like to reverse the decision. Chairman McDaniel would like a 
compromise. 


8:46 p.m. Board VOTED to take a brief recess in order that Chairman 
McDaniel could telephone Chief Goyette. 


9:07 p.m. Board reconvened. 


Chairman McDaniel stated that Chief Goyette told her it was his 
understanding that he had offered additional shifts without any 
specific commitment to a full-time position, that there was no 
discussion of full-time, benefits, etc. The Chief wasn't sure whether 
he offered additional hours and had talked about working something 

out with Frankie Moore or whether she would have all five. It 

wasn't clear to him whether Ms. Brock wanted all five shifts. Chair- 
man McDaniel would like to compromise and offer each person whatever 
number of shifts are open. If it is five, then this would be divided 
in half to make 2% shifts apiece plus dividing the time that is 
available due to sick leaves and vacation times. If a vacancy occurs, 
there will be more hours available. Chairman McDaniel also said that she 
can't say that "you don't have a job." She suggests taking what is 
available and dividing it in half. Selectman Bartolini asked Sandra 
Brock: “Is two and a half days enough for you?" Sandra: "Not really." 
Selectman Bartolini said this would be 20 hours for each. Sgt. 
Colleary asked if both people have benefits. If so, does the town 

have enough money to cover this? Chairman McDaniel reminded Sandra 
that she had actually accepted a part-time job and was obviously 
willing to work at a part-time job or she wouldn't have applied for 
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it at all. Sandra stated: "When it came along I needed it and I 
accepted it." Sandra questioned who would have seniority. Nancy 
had left and now has come back. Selectman Bartolini stated he 
wasn't interested in the division of the shifts, that he would rather 
"go the whole route." Chairman McDaniel is only interested in 
dividing the shifts evenly. Ms. Brock asked: "Do I get first shot 
at a new opening?" Chairman McDaniel said the Chief feels that 
both people are equally qualified. Selectman Bartolini said that 
both people would have equal seniority as Nancy broke her 
employment. Sgt. Colleary said that Nancy is now on the midnight 
to eight shift. Chairman McDaniel said that if an opening is 
available, it would be up to the Chief to make a recommendation. 
We have to communicate with Nancy to see if she is willing to 
split the shifts. Chairman McDaniel said she would call Nancy 
tomorrow. 


Selectman Bartolini made a Motion: "I move that the shifts between 
Dispatcher Nancy Sheppard and Dispatcher Sandra Brock be equally 
divided by the department head." Motion was seconded by Chairman 
McDaniel. Unanimously voted (voice vote) as stated in the Motion. 
Selectman Bartolini asked Sgt. Colleary to make an evaluation on 
these two dispatchers, and to tell Nancy that Selectman Bartolini 
will see her in the morning.

decision tc close the crossover on Rt. 9 at the intersection of White Bagley and 
Break Neck Hill Roads. This meeting took place on Wednesday, April 22, at the Town 
Hall with Motor Vehicle Registry Supervisor of Accident Investigation Robert F. 
Gallagher. Chairman McDaniel and. Selectman Bartclini attended this meeting. The 
Boston Department of Public Works had conducted an independent survey of this area 
due to the last fatality at this intersection and a request from Attorney John Quirk, 
a relative of someone who was killed at this intersection recently. At the meeting 
Mr. Gallagher presented a number of statistics of this and other crossovers in Town. 
Before this meeting the DPW had already made the decision to close this crossover. 
According to the DPW the volume of traffic and the cost did not justify the cost 

of a traffic light at this intersection as there are traffic lights just down the 
street for turning to go in the opposite direction: He knew that the majority of 
the Board of Selectmen were opposed to closing this section and the DPW knew that 
the Town was opposed to it. They gave this consideration but still made the decision 
to close this intersection. Selectman Bartolini stated that no one had contacted 

the Board before this meeting, the recommendation and decision to close this cross- 
over was made before the meeting even started. The Board agrees that this is a 
dangerous crossover but the DPW promised no decision would be made until a public 
meeting was held with this Board. The Board should have been given options rather 
than just to close this intersection. Selectman McAuliffe suggested that the Board 
take action to voice the Selectmen's deep concerns about the closing of this inter- 
section. Selectmen brought out the fact that Rt. 85 is the only way to cross over 
Rt. 9, that Southborough should have an opportunity to travel over Rt. 9 safely 
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and that Rt. 9 is heavily travelled. It is far more sensible to have a traffic 
light at the intersections of Middle Road and White Bagley/Break Neck Hill Road 
than to close the intersections. Selectman McAuliffe made a motion, seconded by 
Selectman Bartolini to request that the State install traffic control signals at 
the intersections of Rt. 9 and White Bagley/Break Neck Hill Roads and at Rt. 9 
and Middle Road. This Motion passed by a two to one VOTE: Selectman Bartolini 
and Selectman McAuliffe voting for and Chairman McDaniel voting against.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Tuesday, May 5, 1981 
Hearing Room 


7:35 p.m. Present: Chairman Donna L. McDaniel, Sel. Louis J. Barto- 
lini, Sel. Thomas W. McAuliffe, Adm. Ass't Jeffrey 
Grossman, Secretary Marjorie Putnam, Town Counsel Frederick 
A. Busconi, Building Inspector Edgar Phaneuf, Jr., members of the 
press, and interested citizens. 


7:35 p.m. Site Plan Hearing was held on the application of Hendrie's 
to Frozen Foods, Inc., 1 Harvest Lane, regarding proposed 
7:53 p.m. expansion of its parking area on Harvest Lane. Present 
for Hendries: David Rice, Vice President and General 
Manager; and Richard B. Crowley, Chief Engineer. Cert. receipts were 
presented proving abutters had been notified of this hearing. Mr. 
Crowley explained that this plan proposes to add 100 more parking 
spaces for employees. It expands the employees parking lot only. 
This consolidates the employees parking facilities from a security and 
safety standpoint. Trucks will now be at one end of the building and 
passenger cars at the other end of the building. At present there is 
only about 89 parking spaces for the employees. Business has grown 
and Hendires has increased their staff by approximately 50 employees. 
This expansion is not near the Boston Road side; it is near the 
Fantony property which was purchased a few years ago; expansion is 
towards the railroad tracks. Hendries does not plan to move this 
house. Planning Board member James‘R.Denman had no objection to the 
plan. Board of Health letter of April 23 approved this proposal. 
Ch. McDaniel noted that Hendries had received Order of Conditions under 
the Wetland Protection Act dated April 28, 1981 issued by the South- 
borough Conservation Commission. (Hatch Act Hearing held on April 
15, 1981.) Several abutters were present and questioned represen- 
tatives of Hendries as to its intention to abate the noise level. 
The abutters stated that this is a continuing problem and has been 
for many years. It is worse in the summertime. The former General 
Manager, Mr. Mercier, had a study done by Arthur D. Little, Inc. and 
the noise did abate for a couple of months. According to Mr. John 
Baveri, an abutter, Hendries had promised the abutters that trucks 
would not use the first seven or eight doors. Mr. Rice, the 
present General Manager, said he knew nothing of these promises, but 
would review the file and see what can be done about the current 
noise level. John Baveri said that the noise level was part of the 
original permit. Mr. Baveri said that the trucks "rev up all night 
long in hot weather". Chairman McDaniel said that the noise level 
problem is not part of this site plan hearing and will be handled 
separately. As there was no more discussion, Sel. McAuliffe made a 
Motion, seconded by Sel. Bartolini, and unanimously VOTED (voice vote) 
to approve the Site Plan as submitted to the Board of Selectmen on 
May 5, 1981 by Hendrie's Frozen Foods, Inc. 
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7:55 p.m. At this time the Board discussed the hypertension case of eae 
to Chief of Police Robert A. Goyette. Ch. McDaniel read, in 
8:08 p.m. its entirety, May 5, 1981 opinion of Town Counsel 
Frederick A. Busconi. To summarize, the Town can refuse 

to pay the Chief's salary after his sick and vacation time is ex- 
pended (under Chapter 41, Section 111F). The Board must decide whether 
or not the Chief's injury was sustained in the performance of his duty 
without fault of his own. If the Board finds, on the basis of the 
medical reports, etc., "that the Chief's injury is not causally re- 
lated to his duty, then the Board can refuse payment." Present were: 
Town Counsel Frederick A. Busconi and William J. Colleary, Jr., Sgt., 
Officer-in-Charge of the Police Department during Chief Goyette's 
absence. After a brief discussion, Selectman McAuliffe made a 
statement and a Motion, seconded by Sel. Bartolini, as follows: "I 
believe that on the basis of the medical reports and all other material, 
facts and circumstances, that the Chief's injury is not causally 
related to his duty and therefore, I move that the Chief of Police 
Robert A. Goyette be given a leave of absence without pay commencing 
May 3, 1981 and continuing until the Board has a judicial determination 
of the Chief's status under Chapter 41, Section 111F." Sel. McAuliffe 
stated that he found no fault with the diagnosis by the doctors as 

far as the Chief's medical condition, but does take issue with the 

fact that it is saying that the condition is as a result of his employ- 
ment as Chief of Police in the Town of Southborough. Sel. McAuliffe 
takes issue with that diagnosis. He does not believe that is the case. 
sel. Bartolini: "I agree." Questions were asked by Donald Dezarn, 

92 Oak Hill Road, Fayville, regarding the Town's requirement for the 
Chief to have a physical prior to his starting his job as Chief. Ch. 
McDaniel explained that the appointment was made to appoint him on 

the understanding that he would take a physical which was required by 
the application that he signed. The appointment was made for him in 
the interim of when he was appointed and the date he was to begin 
employment. He was appointed November 6, 1979 and began employment 

on December 1, 1979. Mr. Dezarn said that in business you cannot 

start a job until you have taken a physical. Sel. McAuliffe said 

that the Chief on two occasions was scheduled to take said physical 
but that the Chief cancelled both of the scheduled appointments. 

Mr. Dezarn questioned as to who was supposed to followup on this 
Matter. Ch. McDaniel stated that the Board should have followed up 

on this matter. Mr. Dezarn expressed a desire to participate in 

future interviews regarding the hiring of a new Police Chief. Sel. 
McAuliffe informed him that all police department interviews are 

open to the public. The public never attends. If a delicate subject 
is brought up at an interview session, the Board can at that time go 
into Executive Session. When the patrolmen were interviewed just 
recently, only one person sat in on the interviews. Sel. McAuliffe 
explained that the vote tonight has nothing to do with his Worcester 
County Retirement. At this point, it was unanimously VOTED (voice 
vote) as stated in Sel. McAuliffe's Motion. Another question:How much 
will Chief Goyette be receiving if his disability pension is approved? — 
Answer: 72% of his base pay. His base pay is $24,700/year. 
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8:12 p.m. Meeting was held with department heads: Highway Supt. 

to John Boland, Fire Chief Edward Brock, and Police Sgt. 

9:10 p.m. William J. Colleary, Jr., Officer-in-Charge. This meeting 

was held to discuss problems raised at the Site Plan Hearings 

of January 6 and 13, 1981 of A. J. Lane who proposes to build an office 
building at 225 Turnpike Road at the corner of Parkerville Road north. 
Several abutters and concerned citizens were present. Chairman 
McDaniel explained that the major concern of the site plan hearing 
was traffic and how this would affect Parkerville Rd./Rt. 9 area. The 
State has been approached asking for an impact study on Rt. 9 in 
general due to all the newly proposed developments along Rt. 9 in 
Southborough and Westborough. Fire Chief Brock said that based on 
traffic, the Fire Department has no problem However, some of the 
proposed parking spaces will be lost due to fire hydrants being 
placed. Selectmen asked Sgt. Colleary if it would be feasible to make 
Parkerville Rd. one way from Rt. 9 to General Henry Knox Rd. between 
certain hours of the day. Sgt. Colleary replied that it would affect 
the Andrea Restaurant. This would have to be investigated. Fred 
Douglas, abutter at 166 Middle Road, suggested perhaps a "No Right 
Turn onto Rt. 9" during certain hours might help. Sct. Colleary said 
it is hard to estimate which way the traffic will flow until the 
employees are hired and you find out where they live. Sel. Bartolini 
stated he would like to see a traffic count done of existing commuter 
traffic, would like an estimate of the impact on the downtown area to 
interpolate people's needs. A market analysis should be obtained from 
Andy Lane on the people he will be hiring. That could be interpolated. 
Fred Douglas stated that he is technically qualified and he had made a 
market survey which he had offered at the last site plan hearing. 

Sel. Bartolini stated that the State wants to close three inter- 
sections in Southborough: Middle Road, Break Neck Hill Road and 
Woodland Road. Town should look into how much traffic lights would 
cost. Rt. 9 disects Southborough. A long term outlook should be 

made of our community of ten years from now. Sel. Bartolini would 
like someone from the Commonwealth to deal with Southborough in its 
entirety. Abutter Alex Hill, 156 Middle Road, would like a traffic 
study done on a long-term outlook basis. Abutter Joseph E. Green, 

2 John Matthews Road, suggested that perhaps the study should encompass 
the Rt. 9 area from Framingham to Worcester. Ch. McDaniel stated that 
we are part of a study being done on Rt. 9 and it is a large study. 
Public Hearings will be held and the Southborough Selectmen will 
receive copies of the notices and any reports. Selectmen agree that 
Southborough should study this problem before the State finalizes its 
plans and that perhaps a Town committee should be formed to get ahead 
of the State. Sel. McAuliffe then made a Motion, seconded by Sel. 
Bartolini and unanimously VOTED (by voice vote) that a committee be 
appointed with Louis J. Bartolini as Chairman of the Committee to 
Study the impact of development on Rt. 9 and to report back to the 
Board with its findings within a reasonable time to be determined 

by the Committee. Several abutters volunteered to be on the committee 
and left their names with Sel. Bartolini: Alex Hill, Fred Douglas, 
and Joe Green. These will be considered for appointment at the 
meeting of the Board of Selectmen on May 12, 1981. Ch. McDaniel said 
the Board will address the twenty-three points listed in John E. 
Kissida's 4/6/81 letter at the reconvened Site Plan Hearing of 
A. J. Lane. No date has been set for the reconvened hearing. 
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9:ll p.m. Site Plan Hearing was held on the application of Dennis 

to Marguerite and Emilio Mezzone proposing to convert a 

9:39 p.m. single-family dwelling into an office building at 30 

Turnpike Road, Fayville. They want to lease this 

building. Someone is interested in a real estate office downstairs 
and upstairs in the selling of such items as wallpaper, light 
fixtures, etc. The proposed warehouse would be to store supplies 

for what is sold in the existing building. Town Counsel Busconi 
stated that under the Zoning By-Law for that district, the warehouse 
has to be specifically an accessory use for the main building, to be 
used only for whatever is going to be sold. Storage has to be 
connected to what is going to be sold by the business in the main 
building. Warehouses are not allowed in that district unless they 
are going to be used for the business that is there. Sel. Bartolini 
suggested that unless Mr. Marguerite has a specific use, perhaps he 
should apply to the Zoning Board of Appeals for a variance for a 
warehouse. The two buildings have to be connected. He would have to 
make sure that each tenant complied with the Zoning By-Law. Selectmen 
stated that Mr. Marguerite should clarify the use of the warehouse in 
conjunction with the Building in front. If you propose to sell 
wallpaper, this is not related to the real estate business. A firm 
commitment is needed as to what is going to be done with the main 
building. May 5 letter from the Board of Health stated it had on file 
a plan for a new subsurface septic system. The plan is being reviewed 
by the Sanitary Inspector and will be acted on as soon as possible. 
May 5 letter from the Water Dept. stating that the original house was 
serviced by a 3/4 inch service pipe. This might be adequate to service 
an office building as described, but not an office building and 
warehouse. May 5 letter from Conservation Commission determined that 
the site is not applicable to Chapter 131, Section 40, of the General 
Laws (Hatch Act) but recommended two conditions regarding drainage 
ditch or some type of drainage system to be placed on the westerly 
side of the driveway. Highway Supt. Boland said he was concerned with 
the lack of any :On-site drainage. That is a major problem in that 
area. A thorough review of the drainage is needed. There is a 
seasonal brook that runs in the rear of the property that must con- 
tinue to run the way it does now. Mr. Marguerite stated that he has 
no intention of touching said brook. He just wants to drain the 
parking lot. He intends to hot top only on the left side of the 
building. Wants to tie into a catch basSin on Rt. 9. He plans to 
contact the State re this tie-in. Abutter Walter J. White expressed 
his concern re drainage as at one time this brook caused icing problems 
on Rt. 9. The problem was corrected and as long as the brook continues 
running the way it does now, it does not cause any problems to Rt. 9 
nor neighboring properties. Building Inspector Phaneuf stated that his 
concerns were the usage of the proposed warehouse building and the 
drainage. Abutter Denson Satterfield stated his concerns were the 
same as those stated by Highway Supt. Boland, that before any more 
structures are added to this property, drainage had to be carefully 
studied so as to not bring back the problem that was there before that 
caused so many accidents due to icing from the runoff of that property. 
Mr. Marguerite stated he wasn't aware of the zoning/warehouse problem 
and said he wished to have this Hearing continued at a later date in 
order to give him time to resolve these concerns. At this time, Sel. 
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McAuliffe made a Motion, seconded by Sel. Bartolini and unanimously 
VOTED (by voice vote) that this Hearing be continued until such 

time as the applicants wish to schedule another date. Selectmen 
directed that a letter is to be sent to Mr. Marguerite and Mr. Mezzone 
incorporating above vote; enclosing a copy of the May 5 letters 

from the Board of Health, Water Dept. and the Conservation Commission; 
and asking them to address the concerns stated at this hearing such 

as (1) the specific use of the principle building and the proposed 
warehouse, (2) proposed on-site drainage plan(s), and (3) water pipe 
service connection. 


Ch. McDaniel read Treasurer/Collector Ruth C. Johnson's April 30 
letter in which she resigned from this position to become effective 
July 1, 1981. Mrs. Johnson has enrolled at the Control Data 

Institute of Burlington for courses in computer programming, a growing 
field of high technology which is attractive to her. Sel. McAuliffe 
expressed the Board's regret upon learing of Mrs. Johson's resignation 
and "reluctantly" made a Motion to accept her resignation. The 

Board told Mrs. Johnson that she had done an outstanding job for 

the Town and is a credit to the Town of Southborough. Selectmen 

VOTED unanimously (voice vote) to accept Mrs. Johnson's resignation. 
Sel. McAuliffe stated he would like to explore the possibility of an 
in-house appointment. He wants to give the people who work for the 
Town of Southborough the opportunity to apply for the position. If 
the Board cannot find an acceptable candidate, then it can go outside. 
Sel. Bartolini suggested waiting until next Tuesday when a new Select- 
man will be with them before deciding on this matter. Selectmen 
agreed to wait until the May 12 meeting to bring this matter up. 


Sel. McAuliffe brought up the matter of Senate Bill No. 151 pertaining 
to changing the law that applies to second-hand vehicles. This Bill 
would eliminate the guarantee that goes with the selling of second- 
hand vehicles and they could be then sold "as is". Board VOTED 
unanimously (voice vote) to instruct Admin. Ass't to contact Senator 
Daniel Foley requesting him to vote against the passage of this Bill. 


Sel. McAuliffe again brought up the continuing problem with getting 
John Bartolini to remove his construction equipment from his Foley 
Drive property. This matter is still unresolved and has remained 
unresolved for over twelve months of continuous contact with Mr. 
Bartolini and/or his family. The neighbors consider this a safety 
hazard. In February Mr. Bartolini said this matter would be corrected 
by March 17, 1981. When pressing Mr. Bartolini, after March 17, for 
a firm date when this construction would be removed from the Foley 
Drive property, Mr. Bartolini stated "March 21, 1982". As this date 
is unacceptable to Sel. McAuliffe, he made a Motion that the Board 
have the Town Counsel review the situation and if in fact it con- 
stitutes a safety hazard, that the Board instruct the Town Counsel 
to institute legal action to correct this situation as quickly as 
possible. This Motion was seconded by Sel. Louis Bartolini but he 
did not participate in the voting of this Motion. The Motion passed

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as follows: In favor: Sel. McAuliffe and Ch. McDaniel. Abstained: 
Sel. Louis J. Bartolini. 


Mr. William Linnell, 1 Maplecrest Drive, again asked about a barrier 
to be placed on Framingham Road to prevent cars from entering his 
property. Highway Supt. Boland said he was trying to get prices for 
two types of barriers. The one that is cheaper is hard to find a 
supplier of (concrete posts - out of date). The steel beam guard 
bumper rail costs around $2,000 to install. Mr. Boland will con- 
tinue on solving this problem and will keep in touch with Mr. Linnell 
and the Board.

William Linnell (1 Maplecrest Drive) stated that he knew the Advisory 
Committee had approved using the Highway Department funds not used for snow 
removal in order to place a guard rail in front or near his property on 
Framingham Read. He wanted to know if the Board had also approved. Administra- 
tive Assistant stated that he met with the Advisory Committee on May 26, 1981 
and that they voted to approve this request. Mr. Grossman relayed this infor- 
mation to the Board and to Highway Superintendent John Boland. The Board 
approved this request and it now awaits Mr. Boland's receipt of the materials 
needed to install said guard rail. Mr. Linnell left at 7:52 p.m. 


Chairman Bartolini read Grace Ryan's Memorandum re Zoning Permits. To stream- 
line the Zoning By-Law Permit process it is suggested that sign—off by the 
Water Commissioners on a Zoning By-Law Permit is not needed on the ones not 
requiring Town water service but a copy of the plans would be sent- to the 
Water Department as is done now. The Planning Board and the Conservation 
Commission. have asked the Building Inspector to walk the site for them in 
order to determine if there are any Zoning or Wetland violations with the plan. 
If none, he may sign off on the application for them. Selectman Cipriano , 
questions whether or not these two boards (Planning and Conservation) can 
delegate authority to the Building Inspector to sign off on these permits. 
Selectman McAuliffe asked that Town Counsel be instructed to answer this concern 
of Selectman Cipriano's. 


8:04 p.m. Advisory Committee mwt with the Board to discuss proposed Program 
to Budgeting for the next Fiscal Year - 1983. Seven members of the 
8:45 p.m. Advisory Board were in attendance. Chairman of the Advisory 
Committee Wendy Otavsky stated that they feel that it is a good 
idea, but also the Committee believes it will be difficult to get 
all the departments to go along with this‘newsystem. Administrative Assistant 
Grossman explained his June 1 memo re Planned Program Budgeting and the 
inefficiencies of the present line item budget system. The Advisory Committee 
need to have all budget information by the first of January each year, the 
worst offender being the School Department. It would help if they would also 
go along with the proposed Program Budgeting system. Administrative Assistant 
Grossman said that the line item information could be continued as a backup, 
but he would like to phase out line item budgets in the form in which they 
presently exist. With Propostition 2% starting in July, priorities will have 
to be set. This Program Budgeting should help set priorities of services 
to be rended. The new system should reduce the amount of time and effort put 
into the budget review by the Advisory Committee and the department heads. 
Advisory Committee expressed a concern that the program budget might be 
difficult to keep a close watch on. Chairman Bartolini's concern was that at 
present the Townspeople are used to line item budget voting. 
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Administrative Assistant Grossman said that program budgeting will 
give more information to the citizens. Advisory Committee all agreed 
that the concept of program budgeting is great, but the mechanics — 
of it will have to be worked on. Chairman Bartolini suggested that 
it might help if Administrative Assistant Grossman were to put together 
a sample budget on a complicated budget like the Fire Department or 
the Selectmen's. Advisory Committee stated that the most important 
document they need by January 1 of each year is a tally sheet of every 
budget and every Article.

3:30 p.m. Meeting convened in the second floor Hearing Room of the 

Town House. Present were: Chairman Louis J. Bartolini, 

Selectman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Selectman Aldo A. Cipriano, 
Administrative Assistant Jeffrey A. Grossman, Secretary Marjorie R. 
Putnam, Fire Chief Edward F. Brock, Highway Superintendent John W. 
Boland, Police Sergeant-in-Charge William J. Colleary, Jr., members 
of the press; representatives of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works (Worcester) Henry C. Holmes, District 
Highway Engineer, Robert Shea, Traffic Division Engineer, William 
Toomy of the State Transportation Committee; and Gordon Stipes of 
the ad hoc Committee to Study Turnpike Road (Rt. 9); and interested 
citizens. 


This meeting was called to discuss the State's proposal to close the 
median on Turnpike Road at the intersection of White Bagley Road and 
Break Neck Hill Road. Selectmen agreed that this intersection needs 
improving as Rt. 9 is a heavily traveled road and this intersection 
is dangerous as are other intersections on Rt. 9 such as at Wood- 
land and Middle Roads. Commonwealth needs to improve the on and off 
ramps at Rt. 9 and Rt. 85. 


Chairman Bartolini stated that the State has put traffic lights at 
other similar intersections in the Saugus/Melrose area. Perhaps a 
jughande with lights is one way to improve the White Bagley/Break 
Neck Hill Rd. intersection. The Board of Selectmen is open to any 
Suggestion other than the closing of the median. 


Mr. Holmes stated if the median were closed, people would drive 
further, about a quarter of a mile to the Oak Hill lights in order 
to travel in a westerly direction onto Rt. 9, or travel a short dis- 
tance to turn off Rt. 9 onto Rt. 85 to pick up Rt. 9 again going in 
an easterly direction. Also Break Neck Hill Rd. has Mt. Vickery Rd. 
for an access. This, he considers, is a small. inconvenience to 
travelers. Mr. Holmes stated that a jughandle atthis intersection 
needs a certain amount of land and that the State would be restrict- 
ed by the reservoirs. Also, there are wetland areas there which re- 
present very sensitive issues. In 1980 there were four accidents at 
this intersection where 6 people were injured. In 1977 there were 
eleven accidents. These statistics don't meet the warrant require- 
ments for traffic lights at this intersection. It would be low on 
the priority list. Mr. Holmes said he could not recommend to Boston 
to put traffic lights at this intersection. 


Chairman Bartolini said Rt. 85 is the only access to cross Rt. 9 for 
travelers and emergency vehicles, and it will be more heavily 
traveled if the median were to be closed. 


Mr. Holmes stated that he does not believe the closing of the median 
would be enough hardship on the citizenry to warrant traffic lights 
at the intersection. He said that the same problem occurs up and 
down Rt. 9. It would entail at least 6 lights stopping 35,000 cars 
a day. Also statistics show that tidits increase fatalities and 
cause more accidents.

Selectman Cipriano asked what system or guideline is used to find out 
how you meet the warrants. Mr. Holmes replied that the State uses a 
manual entitled, "Uniform Control Devices". The warrants are listed 
in this book. Examples are: (1) traffic volume - Southborough does 
not meet this; (2) accidents - 5 per year which the instalation of 
traffic lights would affect. Our opinion is based on "our own studies 
of the intersections where we have put Signals in". Sel. Cipriano 
asked if the Board can have a copy of that analysis whereby the State 
formed its opinion. Selectman Cipriano suggested that each town's 
problem should be weighed. There was discrepancy of the number of 
accidents and fatalities at this intersection and between the State's 
records and the records given to the Town by the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. Mr. Holmes said his figures were obtained from the computer. 
Again, Mr. Holmes stated that there will be more accidents if traffic 
lights are placed at this intersection. For example, at Crystal Pond 
Road traffic lights there are more accidents than before the lights 
were installed and there are more accidents at Central Street and Oak 
Hill Road. While there are more accidents,they are less severe. 


Sel. Cipriano stated that the Board's primary concern is the accidents, 
but he does not want the Town split in half. 


Mr. Holmes stated that at this intersection you can see both sides for 
a quarter of a mile and there are two left-hand storage lanes at both 
intersections. Sel. Cipriano. said that the problem is when you get 
caught in the median. Mr. Holmes said that there was room for that. 
Sel. Cipriano repeated that the Board is asking for two traffic lights. 
Sel. Bartolini noted that to the east of Southborough, the lights in 
front of the "S" curve (in Framingham), do not meet the warranted re- 
quirements. 


Mr. Holmes stated, "I cannot and will not recommend traffic lights 

at those intersections " (Middle Rd. and White Bagley), Sel. Cipriano 
said that the Board understands his position and inquired if there was 
another avenue available. 


Sel. McAuliffe said that the State will be closing the Town off and 
that Rt. 85 will be the only access. The Board wants the median left 
open to allow the residents proper fire and police protection. 


Mr. Holmes said that Shrewsbury is the same. In Mr. Holmes' opinion, 
for safety purposes, that median should be closed. There is a lot of 
speeding going on there. The State Police should look into this. 
"The 35,000 people who travel on this State Highway is my responsi-— 
pi liey.* stated Mr. Holmes. 


Sel. Cipriano asked, regarding Westborough's proposed Theme Park, 
whether the State has taken into consideration what the impact wil be 
on Rt. 9. Mr. Holmes replied that a study was recommended for Rt. 9. 
The aerial survey has been completed. He now has the negatives. A 
study is not scheduled to be done this year, but perhaps it might be 
started this fall or this winter. Sel. Bartolini remarked that it 
seems that Southborough is low on the State's priority list. Mr. 
Holmes said that the area of the intersection at White Bagley/Break 
Neck Hill Roads is environmentally sensitive. Sel Bartolini would 
like to see road improvements made in the area of the median. The 
median fence should be lowered, for instance as it now obstructs 
visibility, especially for small cars. Mr. Holmes suggested that

perhaps better street lighting in that area would help. Mr. Holmes - 
agreed that the Rt. 85 access is substandard. Cars turning out of 
White Bagley seem to have difficulty and cause accidents. Perhaps 
the corner could be widened. People crossing over Rt. 9 at this 
intersection cause accidents due to error of judgment. Fire Chief 
Brock said that Middle Road also needs to stay open as the closing 
of this median would impair emergency vehicles. Mr. Holmes said it 
could have an emergency crossover such as at Parkerville Rd. Sgt. 
Colleary said there would be a serious problem if emergency vehicles 
can't get across Rt. 9 at Middle Rd. Mr. Holmes stated that he is 
recommending closing White Bagley/Break Neck Hill Rd. median and not 
Middle Road median. Sel. McAuliffe suggested putting better lights 
at the White Bagley/Break Neck Hill Rd. intersection and see if that 
works and don't close either medians. Give the Town a chance to get 
the traffic slowed down and put better lights in the area. Give the 
Town some time. Everyone can meet again to talk over if this approach 
is working. 


Sel. Bartolini informed Mr. Holmes that a Study Committee to Study 
Rt. 9 has just been appointed and asked that the State wait before 
taking any action, ask the State Police for better patrol in the 
area, and to wait until we see the results of the above suggestions. 


Highway Supt. Boland asked who initiated the action. Answer: 
Registry of Motor Vehicles initiated the action to close the median. 
It was their decision, said Mr. Holmes. 


John Boland was concerned that one median closing might lead to an- 
other closing and eventually Southborough would be cut off - south 
side from the north side. Chairman Bartolini said the Board wants 
to preserve Southborough as it is and to allow traveling across 
Southborough without too much hardship. At Middle and Parkerville 
Roads, the children cannot cross safely to get to Neary School on 
Parkerville Rd. north and at one time a pedestrian ramp was proposed 
to the State. 


Mr. Stipe said coming from Framingham direction, turning onto Rt. 85 
from Rt. 9 west, you can't decelerate slow enough as you have to use 
the narrow breakdown lane. 


A resident in the vicinity of the Middle Rd. median complained that 
this median was difficult to cross from one side to another as you 
have to travel at an angle across Rt.

7:30 p.m. Meeting convened in the Hearing Room. Present were: Chairman

8:02 p.m. Re: Supply of diesel fuel for the Town of Southborough. Selectman 
McAuliffe made a Motion that the diesel fuel contract be awarded 
to Falconi Brothers, Inc., 29 Boston Road, Southborough, MA at its 
June 15, 1981 bid price of $1.049 per gallon based on the tank car price dated 
June 15, 1981. Bid opening was held at 3 pm on Tuesday June 16, 1981. Only 
one bid was received - from Falconi Brothers, Inc. Motion was seconded by 
Selectman Cipriano and VOTED by a unanimous voice vote. 


8:13 p.m. Upon the recommendation of the Highway Superintendent John Boland, 
the Board awarded contract. for bituminous concrete paving to 
E.C. Murray Construction Co., Inc. of Framingham, MA as per its bid 
dated June 16, 1981 in the amount of $26.70 per ton for each item. Letters 
are to go to Starrett Paving Corp. of Marlborough, Granger-Lynch Corp. of 
Millbury, and Trimount Bituminous Products Co. of Everett informing them of 
the contract award to E.C. Murray Co., Inc. All checks and bid bonds are 
to be returned to the above four companies via certified mail. Selectman 
McAuliffe made the Motion, Selectman Cipriano seconded the Motion, and it 
was unanimously VOTED by voice vote. 


8:15 p.m. Meeting with Southborough Housing Authority and Paul e Brefka, 
to Chairman of the Fire Station Study Committee, to discuss Chapter 

9:05 p.m. 121 B Planning Grant. Members of the Southborough Housing Authority 
present were: Chairman David Taylor, Sr., Frank Aspinwall, Henry 
Welch, Jr. and Executive Director Ellen Boland. Town Counsel 

Busconi and Office Manager Grace Ryan were also present. Mr. Taylor asked for 

this meeting after receiving a letter dated 5/22/81 from the Selectmen's 

office stating that the Town had withdraw its application for financial 

assistance relating ta revitalizing Southbrough Center since the Housing 

Authority was reluctant to relinquish its authority. This withdrawal caused 

a lossof potential financial assistance equal to $15,000. Mr. Taylor said 

Southborough Housing Authority took this matter up at its regular meeting 

Tuesday May 19. The afternoon of the 19th Grace Ryah of the Selectmen's office had 

talked to Mrs.Boldnd.Mr.Taylor said that night they were asked to sign the papers 


regarding the funds. On May 20 Mr. Taylor received a call from Jeffrey 
Grossman urging a meeting with Southborough Housing Authority. Mr. Taylor said 


this was too short a notice to call a meeting. He told this to Chairman 
Bartolini. Southborough Housing Authority did not feel that it should turn 
over state funds without knowing what the funds were to be used for. They did 
not realize that these funds had not been applied for. They did not know about 
the committee and the study of the downtown Southborough area. Mr. Taylor 
said a member of his Authority should have been on that Committee. Chairman 
Bartolini and Jeffrey A. Grossman explained that the Board's Administrative 
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Assistant Jeffrey Grossman only found out about these funds on May 7, 

that Mrs. Ryan contacted the Executive..Office of Communities & Development 
the following day but assumed that monies were for housing rehabilitation 
only. On May 15, the Executive Office of Communities:s<:Development-.called 
asking if Southborough was intending to file explaining that it was for 
downtown revitalization as well. On May 15 Administrative assistant Jeffrey 
Grossman contacted Selectmen with the request to file an application. 
Selectmen granted request. On May 15 and May 18 attempts were made to 
contact Mr. Taylor, unsucessfully. Therefore, a call was made by Selectmen's 
office on May 19 to Ellen Boland at the Housing Authority Office. It was 
explained by Selectmen's Office that this grant was available and that a 
plan had been drawn up which Administrative Assistant thought was a good 
plan. However, the application had to be under the Board of Selectmen or 
the Housing Authority, but the Community Development stated the grant 
application could not be sent in unless the Housing Authority relinquished 
their authority. If the Housing Authority were to remain in charge they 
would have to complete the application and send it in. There was not 

enough time for Southborough Housing Authority to do this and since a study 
was completed by the Fire Station Study Committee, it was ready to be sent 
in with the Board of Selectmen as the Board in charge. On May 20 Jeffrey 
Grossman A. Grossman contacted Mr. Taylor and explained the above and 
Mr. Taylor said the Southborough Housing Authority refused to sign. Jeffrey 
Grossman relayed this fact to Chairman Bartolini.. Chairman Bartolini 
explained to Southborough Housing Authority that in order to qualify, three 
conditions had to bemet. Two were met, but the third one (relinquishing 
authority from Southborough Housing Authority to Board of Selectmen) was 

not met as the Southborough Housing Authority refused to sign. Southborough 
Housing Authority asked why the application was not sent in as Southborough 
Housing Authority in charge. Selectman Bartolini said the State would not 
consider anyone except the Board of Selectmen. The application would not be 
accepted. All three papers had to be signed and they were not. The 
Selectmen's office tried to get the Housing Authority involved but they 
could not get any members toattend any meetings. The Southborough Housing 
Authority members said they were not given enough notice. Selectmen said 
they assumed that even though Southborough Housing Authority only meet once 
a month that their mail is picked up daily. Ellen Boland said that she 
received the notice on May 7. Paul Brefka said he was surprised by the 
statement by the Southborough Housing Authority members that they did not 
know about the study of the downtown areaas it took a year to put it all 
together and was discussed at two Annual Town Meetings. Mr. Brefka said he 
was not informed of this grant until Mrs. Ryan telephoned him to-ask for 

his help to fill out the application form which he did. This grant would 
not have been considered unless the Committee had done the preliminary work. 
If approved,this grant would have provided the money to obtain a consultant 
to write the specifications for developing the town as a unit. Mr. Brefka 
said it is a shame that the Town lost this money as he believed we would 
have easily been granted the funds. Selectmen asked Southborough Housing 
Authority why they did not take up Mrs. Ryan's offer to attend their meeting 
to explain everything to the whole authority. Mr. Welch said that this 
subject didn't come up at their meeting until 9:45 pm. The Selectmen said 
they had to act fast as they didn't receive much notice either. Selectman 
McAuliffe stated that members of the Selectmen's office communicated with 
Southborough Housing Authority but that Southborough Housing Authority did 
not try very hard to communicate with anyone from the Selectmen's office. 
All agreed to try to improve communication and involvement in town matters.

Frederick A. Busconi said this case will be heard sometime in early Fall -

to his retirement. If they agree, then Goyette will have retired as of the 
date he signed his retirement papers, i.e. the last date he was on the payroll.

Ad hoc Committee to Examine the Worcester County Retirement System 
VOTED to dissolve June 16, 1981 
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Selectman Cipriano read aloud, in its entirety, a letter dated 6/10/81 
from Michael J. Donoghue, Worcester County Treasurer, regarding County 
costs. A number of recent bills have been filed to eliminate some of 
the functions of County Government. Mr. Donoghue wished to express his 
views on their impact to the community, especially the financial impact 
that this is going to have.

No one knows what a fair assessment 
would be at this time. This has passed the House. Selectmen agreed to 
send a letter to Senator Foley to voice their deep concern regarding the 
matters raised by Mr. Donoghue's 6/10/81 letter. 


Selectmen discussed the Mental Health Clinic in Marlborough terminating the 
Qutreach Counselor.

Reconvened joint meeting was held with the Planning Board regarding filling 

the vacancy caused by the resignation of Margit S. Donath. Members of the 
Planning Board present were: Chairman James B. Denman, Fred S, Ellis, David E. 
Scattergood, and Secretary Eleanor Stoddard. Selectmen Cipriano named candidate 
Donald C. Morris, 45 Deerfoot Road, Southborough, a Civil Engineer currently 
employed by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers as Resident Engineer on a $20 million 
construction project in Boston, Mr. Morris has been a resident of Southborough 
for 29 years.

7:44 p.m. Board discussed with Lynnette Freeman her application for an 
Automatic Amusement Device License (Asteroids Video Machine) for the 
Family Convenience Store 155 Boston Road. A representative of Woburn Vendor, owner 
of the machine, was also present. Selectman Cipriano questioned the affect of 
this machine on the public health or welfare. Woburn Vendor said this machine is 
simply an amusement device and its sole purpose is for the enjoyment of anyone 
who wishes to spend 25¢. Average age of users of this type of machine are teen- 
agers. Selectmen asked how many are "fn Town at present. Secretary Marjorie 
Putnam said there are 6 licensed automatic amusement devices in Town at present 
and 4 license requests before the Board tonight. Selectman Cipriano stated 
his concerns regarding the number of young children using the machines 
consistently andi that he is not infavor of another license being granted.

is Assistant City Solicitor for Marlborough. 


At this time the Board considered Joseph F.Prior, Jr.'s request for three 
Amusement Device Licenses: (1) Pak Man by Atari, (2) Polaris by Atari, 
and (3) Asteroids by Atari. These machines will be placed in the basement 
of Fitzgerald's General Store, 110 Southville Road. Selectman McAuliffe 
stated that to the best of his knowledge there has been no complaints with 
this type of automatic amusement device and that he has no objection to the 
issuance of these licenses. Selectman Cipriano stated that, as he stated 
before, he is not in favor of issuing any more amusement device licenses.

(Chairman of IDC), Glenn Tessmer (IDC member), Lorraine Keller(IDC member), 
David '‘Scattergood (Planning Board), Edgar Phaneuf (Building Inspector), 
Edward F. Brock (Fire Chief), John Boland (Highway Superintendent), and 
interested citizens. 


Mr. Sullivan gave a brief presentation stating that Red Roof Inns, 
Inc. propose to construct a 109 unit motel on land located east of I-495 at 
the rear of the Exxon gasoline station on about 5 acres of property. He 
talked about the elevation of the land, plans to repave the driveway, parking, 
etc. The road will go approximately 300 feet into the property. There is an 
existing water line - a 12 inch water line which was constructed by former 
owner Como Caterino. They plan to improve the road as if it were on sub- 
division land and will comply with the requirements set by the Planning 
Board. They want to finish the road so that if the road were to be continued 
on, it could easily be done. 


Mr. Scattergood questioned as to the height of the buildings. 
Mr. Sullivan said it will be two-story, that is 35 feet total with a pitched 
roof. Mr. Hackworth stated that they didn't put anything about signs on the 
plan as they plan to deal with this matter separately with Building Inspector 
Phaneuf. Mr. Scattergood would like the plan to show the location of structures 
within 200 feet of the property lines. Mr. Sullivan said the only structure 
is the service station but he would show this on the plan. Mr. Hackworth 
stated that exterior lighting will be mounted on the building to be aimed at 
the parking lot at a 45 degree angle. They plan to use low pressure sodium 
fixtures. There will be no free-standing pedistals. All lights will be on 
the building. Mr. Hackworth will be applying to the State for a curb cut 
permit. Mr. Caterino had received a permit so they don't feel obtaining a 
permit will be any problem. 


Russell Millholland, Chairman of the Industrial Development Commission 
stated that his Commission feels this is a very worthwhile project, just what 
Southborough has been trying to attract. This is a very desirable use for 
that section of Route 9 and the IDC see no reason why this project should not 
proceed. Administrative Assistant Grossman could run a check on Red Roof Inns, 
Inc. through Dunn. & Bradstreet as to its financial status. 


Building Inspector Phaneuf asked as to the construction of the 
building, whether or not they planned to put in sprinklers,and where was the 
200 ft. frontage on a public way that is required in an Industrial Zone. 
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The reply was: the building will be constructed of masonry - cement 
block with concrete deck andceiling. There will be no sprinklers as 
— the State does not require any. There is adequate frontage on Flagg 
| Road side of property. There will be two buildings but just one roof 
connecting them. 


John Boland, Highway Supt. arrived a little late to this meeting 
and questioned re the accessroad off Rt. 9 as to its status, etc, 
Mr. Hackworth said the driveway would remain private and they would maintain, 
plow etc. this road. The road does not conform to the original subdivision rules re 
roads. All utilities will be placed underground. There will be no 
restaurant and no coffee shop--strictly rooms. 


Chairman Bartolini told them that the Town had a moratorium on 
new street lights and that Red Roof Inns should take that into consideration 
in- their lighting plans for the driveway into the property.

A neighbor, Wally Dunnett, stated that the building had no 
electricity, rough flooring, no plumbing system, and considers 
the building a shed and questioned whether you can build onto a 
shed which is approximately 12' x 18' in size. 
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Selectman McAuliffe stated that for 25 years it was a dwelling for 
somebody. 


Another neighbor at 14 John Street said it is a disgusting squaller. 
It is not a house to become a rental property. There are 14 single- 
owned homes on John Street. 


Mrs. Dot Metz said that she feels it is nonlivable. 


Selectman McAuliffe said that if it meets all the requirements of 
the By-Laws, a permit could then be issued. If it does not meet the 
By-Laws, no permit will be issued. The Board of Selectmen cannot 
instruct the Building Inspector not to issue a Building Permit if 
all the requirements do meet the zoning requirements of the Town.

There are 
wetlands on the property and they are afraid of flooding if the wet- 
lands are filled in. Richard Upjohn of the Conservation Commission 
said Mr. Dalzell has had fill piled there for some time. Years ago, 
about April 1978, the Conservation Commission issued a cease and 
desist order preventing him from bringing in any more fill. This 
summer the Commission asked Mr. Dalzell to level off that fill. A 
public hearing was held on July 14, 1981 and the Order of Conditions 
issued to Mr. Dalzell said: "A. No more fill be added to the area 

B. Seed and hay be placed on the bank 
to prevent siltation." 


Lorraine Keller (a neighbor and a member of the I.D.C.) said that 
Mr. Dalzell all this past summer was pushing the dirt into the swamp 
covering the nonabsorbable material. Selectman Cipriano asked Mr. 
Upjohn if the Seay ae hahah Commission asked Mr. Dalzell to remove 
the fill FHS “Up gp yds the wetlands before the cease and 
desist order “Sie & "hat Mr. Dalzell has just leveled 
off the dirt aa did not add any. Mr. Dalzell just wants to run 

a wholesale used-car business. If he puts in a septic system, the 
Board of Health has to see if it is workable. Mr. Dalzell will have 
to meet all of the Board's requirements. Selectmen instructed that 
the Building Inspector go down to this property to insure that there 
are no illegal activities going on at that location with respect 

to obtaining the necessary permits. Selectmen also would like the 
Building Inspector to check the contents of the trailers which are 
located on this property. Town Counsel stated that long before any 
Site plan hearing is held that Mr. Dalzell must petition the Zoning 
Board of Appeals for a Variance. One abutter asked if an abutter 
had any recourse against having a used-car lot next door as he 
feels it will cheapen the area. Chairman Bartolini informed the 
abutter that all these concerns can be presented at the ZBA hearing 
when it is held. Question was raised as to whether this lot was 
commercially or business zoned. Mr. Upjohn said the Conservation 
Commission will check whether or not there is any new fill on the 
property. Mr. Bray contends that Mr. Dalzell has continued twenty 
(20) feet into the we@land area when he levelled it off. Mr. Bray 
said this place is an eyesore. Selectman McAuliffe said that a 
restriction can limit the number of cars seen. Mr. Bray and the 
petitioners want to be notified regarding any permits issued on 
this property or meetings regarding requested permits. Board asked 
that Mr. Dalzell or Attorney Swartwood attend next week's meeting 
to discuss his request for two temporary trailer permits. 


CORRESPONDENCE : 


Board noted September 29, 1981 Memo from Board's Secretary regarding 


Police Officer Richard Mattioli's inquiry as to when the No Hunt- 
ing signs will be posted regarding the vote at ATM 1981 Article 6 
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which bans hunting in Southborough without written permission of the 
land owner.

Chapter 
66, Section 10, says I am entitled to see the plan as an abutter, 
stated Mr. Metz. That was over a week ago. Last Friday I received a 
letter from Administrative Assistant Jeffrey Grossman which says (Mr. 
Metz read entire letter at this point which in essence stated that the 
Selectmen's office was unable to reach the Metz' via telephone and that 
the State Building Inspector has issued the Building Permit for 7 John 
street.)

Selectman Cipriano asked Mr. Metz: What other concerns do you have? 


Mr. Metz does not want an addition onto an existing shack that has 
no heat, no bathroom, no interior finishes, no bathtub, no shower, etc. 


Selectman Cipriano: He is going to imrprove it. 
Mr. Metz: We want to see what he is going to do with it. 
At this time, Chairman Bartolini stated that the owner, Peter Phaneuf, 


was present in the room and perhaps this matter could be resolved 
face-to-face tonight, and end the problem of unanswered questions. 
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Peter Phaneuf said he planned to build a 12' x 12' addition onto the 
existing building, renovate inside, that Massachusetts Electric is 
servicing the house (16" service) and is served by Commonwealth Gas. 
The 12' x 18' house has a Tappan Gas Range, has town water and was 
built in 1948. It has been a résidence since that time. The previous 
owner's lifestyle was his own business. There is no bathtub. Many 
towns have what they call "cold water flats". There is a toilet, sink 
connection to a well. This lot is one of the larger lots on John 
street but has the smallest house. I am restricted by the 50% cost 
addition by-law and am prepared to live with that by-law. I want to 
improve this piece of property and make it livable. There is a need 
for small efficiency homes, moderate and low priced. It is a lovely 
spot on a very nice street. It would be nice for an individual or a 
couple. There is 96' frontage on Central Street and 41' frontage on 
John Street. It is C zoned. I had it surveyed this week, haven't 
received the results. There is about a quarter of an acre or maybe 

a third of an acre - between 10,000 and 13,000 square feet of land. 

I don't think I am doing anything outside the law. I have been ex- 
tremely patient on this issue. I respect my abutters' rights. There 
is a cesspool. It has been approved by Peter Savello, Inspector for 
the Board of Health. All the houses on the street have cesspools. It 
is 9% feet deep, 3 feet in diameter. Mr. Savello stated that it is an 
extremely clean cesspool. He did advise that a depression should be 
filled in to eliminate any septage from leaking out. 


Selectman Cipriano: Won't improving this property rectify the problems? 
Mr. Metz: It does not conform. 
Selectman Cipriano: Our Town Counsel says it conforms. 


Chairman Bartolini: You say this property was abandoned. This property 
was not abandoned. This property was tied up in legal action. 


Mr. Metz: We had hoped the building would have been ordered destroyed 
after the owner died. Rental property is a problem. 


Selectman Cipriano: What would be the problem with it being a rental 
property? 


Mr. Metz: I have no idea. 


Chairman Bartolini: Your counsel should talk to our counsel and 
straighten out this matter. 


selectman Cipriano: This property is going to be improved. What is 
the problem?

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the Zoning By-Laws re trailers (Art. IV., Section 2 (h) or to 
instruct the Building Inspector to commence examination of 
this lot under Article 1, Section 123.0 of the State Building 
Code. 


Chairman McAuliffe inquired of Mr. Davis as to whether or not 
the situation remains the same. 


Chairman McAuliffe read 10/27/81 application from John Bartolini, 
41 Deerfoot Road, Southborough, requesting a Temporary Office 
Trailer Permit at 4 Foley Drive for storage purposes. 

Selectman Cipriano said that this request is the same as the one 
received regarding 90 Turnpike /2 Woodland Road when he asked 

if the applicant was attempting to legalize an illegal action. 
This applicant is in nonconformance with our Zoning By-Law. 
Selectman Cipriano made a Motion that the Board deny request 

for a Temporary Office Trailer Permit. Selectman McAuliffe 
seconded this Motion and it was VOTED to deny said permit. 
Selectman Cipriano informed the Board that he asked the Town 
Counsel to be present at this meeting in order to answer all 
legal questions under General Laws Chapter 40A Zoning Regulations 
before the Board proceeds in a court of law with the enforcement 
of the Town's Zoning By-Law. 


Town Counsel Busconi informed the Board that under the Town's 
Zoning By-Law Art. IV. Section 2 (h) now that the Trailer Permit 
has been denied by the Selectmen the applicant must apply to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals as to whether or not it will permit this 
use within that District. There is nothing in our By-Law as to 
how long a period he has to make application to the ZBA. The 
Board of Selectmen could give him a period of time to make 
application - say seven days after receiving his denial from the 
Selectmen - and if he does not move within that period of time, 
then the Town can enforce the Zoning By-Law. This all takes time. 
Regarding the shed, this is a different matter. It is a State 
Building Code action under the jurisdiction of the Building 
Inspector. There may be a violation. It is an accessory building. 
To accomplish the Board's goal, it would be speedier under the 
State Building Code Section 123.0 Unsafe Structures than it would 
under the Town's Zoning By-Law. 


Selectman McAuliffe said that the Board has determined that the 
shed constitutes a public safety hazard and suggested that the 
Board instruct the Building INspector to proceed immediately under 
Section 123.1 Inspection and to take whatever action 1s necessary 
to insure that this situation is corrected within the time frame 
that is specified under Section 123.1. 


Selectman Cipriano read Section 123.1 Inspection. Selectman 
McAuliffe read Section 123.2. 


Chairman McAuliffe stated he wants this situation corrected 
immediately as John Bartolini has had more than enough time to 
correct this situation, that if it is going to require to follow 
through with legal action, then Chairman McAuliffe is suggesting 
that the Board take whatever action to correct this situation 
immediately. Selectman Cipriano concurred with Chairman 
McAuliffe's suggestion. 
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(Foley Drive meeting continued) 


Town Counsel informed the Board that Chapter 40A is a long 
drawn outprocedure. 


Selectman Cipriano said if the Building Inspector said that 
the building should be removed within a period of time and 

it was not removed, then the Board could back this in court 
any way. The Board would have more control and it would be a 
-more efficient action to proceed with the removal of the 
structure under the State Building Code. Selectman Cipriano 
concurred that the Board should instruct tha Building 
Inspector to investigate under the provisions of the Building 
Code. 


The original intent of the By-Law was to give the applicant 
time to apply to the Zoning Board of Appeals. This trailer 
has been on this property for 10 or 15 or perhaps 20 years. 
If the Board proceeds with a suit under Chapter 40A without 
giving John Bartolini a reasonable amount of time, then that 
would present a reasonable defense. Because Mr. Bartolini 
presented to the Board tonight an application to store this 
trailer, and it has been turned down by the Selectmen, he has 
the right to petition the ZBA. There are two questions 
which must be answered regarding the trailer: is it a 
structure and iS if unsafe? 


Chairman McAuliffe asked the Building Inspector if the trailer 
was considered unsafe. Building Inspector Phaneuf stated 

that he was not qualified to state whether this trailer was 
unsafe, 


Selectman Cipriano said that regarding the shed, the Building 
Inspector under the State Building Code, should make an 
investigation regarding the safety of the public and come back 
to the Board as soon as possible to determine what steps are 
necessary to conform with his findings; and regarding the 
trailer, that the Board follow the advice of Town Counsel 

to allow John Bartolinito apply to the ZBA. A notice should 
be sent to John Bartolini via Constable allowing him a reason- 
able period of time to make his appeal.

The shed was made safe 
and the new owners are going to renovate it when it goes to their 
property which should be tomorrow, November 4, 1981. The Building 
Inspector has before him an application for a permit to put an 
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accessory building upon the new owner's premises at 8 Foley Drive. 

A plot plan was presented to the Building Inspector showing the 
location of the proposed location of the accessory building on the 
Cunningham's property. Sel. McAuliffe asked Town Counsel what legal 
steps could be taken to be sure that the shed was removed tomorrow. 
Town Counsel said he would have to have a determination by the 
Building Inspector that the shed in its present condition is unsafe, 
and then a zoning action could be started. Even if a zoning action 
is started within 24 hours, it will not be finished within 24 days. 
Sel. Cipriano commented that sometimes the filing of a legal docu- 
ment tends to move people much quicker in some cases. Sel. McAuliffe 
read Building Inspector's October 30, 1981 memo to the Board that 

he had inspected the structure at 4 Foley Drive on Oct. 30 and 

found that a reasonable attempt had been made to secure the structure, 
that a combination of cardboard and boards were used to cover all 
double-hung windows that had broken glass in them, a plank had been 
nailed across one doorway and a piece of plywood over the other, 

and the damaged gable end of the building was secured. Mr. Phaneuf 
believed the structure is safe until repairs and alterations are 
made to it. The abutters complained that this matter has dragged 

on for several years since they had brought it to the Board's 
attention. There did not seem to be any time limits imposed. They 
found it hard to believe that the trailer and the shed will be gone 
in a week and wanted to know what appeal a neighbor had. Town 
Counsel said under Chapter 40A, Section 10 or ll, an appeal can be 
made from a decision of a Building Inspector before the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. Under the Building Code, Section 123, second paragraph, 
there is another power. The Building Inspector can be ordered to go 
down to make another inspection and at that point in time,if the shed 
is unsafe, the Town can order the Building Inspector to have the 
building torn down. Building Inspector Phaneuf said that the first 
time he made an inspection he was allowed inside by John Bartolini. 
It was unsafe with a large hole in the floor and a safety hazard. 
The gable was pulled loose. John Bartolini has made a reasonable 
attempt to cover the windows and secure the building. Mr. Phaneuf 
said he cannot get in the building without forceable entrance. It 
is secure in its present state but would not be for a long period 

of time. However, the shed has been sold and the new owners want to 
make it a utility house in their own yard. John Bartolini and the 
Cunninghams are to be ordered to remove this shed from 4 Foley Drive 
within 24 hours of the receipt of the notification.
